ONE BY ONE, THE ALCOHOL PROB- 
LEMS UNDER THE WAR REVENUE 
ACT ARE BEING ANSWERED, BUT 
NOT ALWAYS SATISFACTORILY. 





A number of most important questions have 
arisen affecting the interpretation of the several pro- 
visions of the War Revenue law as it relates to dis- 
tilled spirits, and the majority of these questions 
were of supreme importance to the manufacturers of 
medicinals, perfumes, extracts and the like. Almost 
immediately after the enactment of the law on Oc- 
tober 3 makers of such commodities as above enum- 
erated sought a ruling upon Seciion 303 of the law, 
which specified the payment of an extra tax of $1.10 
a gallon upon spirits in stock in their warehouses or 
laboratories if intended for sale, many holding that 
such distilled spirits would not be sold as such, but 
in combination with other substances in manufactured 
form, and hence not liable to the tax. 

This doubtful reading of the act was emphasized 
editorially in the Reporter of October 8 and October 
15, and an attempt was made through the Washing- 
ton Bueau of this publication to obtain a ruling from 
the Internal Revenue Department. This ruling has 
now been made public and is to the direct effect that 

Alcohol held on October 3, 1917, by manu- 
facturers of proprietary medicines for use in 
manufacture as an ingredient in the manufacture 

of their finished product is subject to the floor 

tax of $1.10 a proof gallon, unless on the day 

the act took effect, October 4, 1917, it was in 
process of manufacture and had been rendered 
unfit for Leverage purposes. 

In other words, alcohol still in stock in its original 
form, and which could be sold as distilled spirits, was 
taxable, while if already in course of preparation as 
a medicine, etc., it was not subject to the floor tax 
levy. 

There has been more or less confusion also as to 
the provision of the law that medicinal preparations, 
toilet articles, etc., which are liable to taxation shall 
pay a levy of 2 per cent. of the price for which the 
goods are sold. This has been interpreted by recent

decisions of the Internal Revenue Collector to mean 
the actual sale price by manufacturer, producer or 
importer, and will allow the usual trade discounts to 
be deducted, as well as the freight actually paid 
where goods are sold by the manufacturer with the 
agreement that he shall pay freight to destination. 
Trade discounts and freightage under this ruling are 
recognized as cost factors to be deducted before the 
actual sales price can be deduced. Other explana- 
tory rulings under the law may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

The date of withdrawal of spirits by dis- 
tillers’ controls, and spirits tax-paid on October 
2, 1917, but which were not withdrawn prior 
to the approval of the revenue act by the 
President, cannot be withdrawn until the full 
tax is paid. 

Firms or individuals owning a formula, 
brand, trade-mark or label are manufacturers in 
the sense of the act, and must pay the tax of 
2 per cent., even though the goods sold may 
have been made for them by other parties. 

All goods shipped abroad, as well as those 
sold for domestic consumption, must pay the 2 
per cent. tax, since the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau holds that such is not a tax on exportation 
within the meaning of the constitution. 

Merchandise is taxable when the manufac- 
turer parts with his title. Goods sold subject 
to approval, or in which the property right is re- 
served by the manufacturer, are not taxable 
and are not reported until the sale shall have 
been completed.

STILL FURTHER IMPETUS FOR “USE 
MORE PAINT’ ANTICIPATED AT 
THE COMING MANUFACTURERS’ 


CONVENTION. 





There seems* to be little doubt that the “Use 
More Paint’ propaganda took on a new impetus 
following the unqualified indorsement of the plan 
for permanent paint publicity by the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association at its annual convention. 
Still further impetus will doubtless be given the 
movement at the annual conventions of the Paint 
and Varnish Manvfacturers’ associations at Chicago 
this week. 

Since the N. P., O. and V. A. response pledges 
toward the half million dollar fund, which is to 
be expended at the rate of $100,000 a year for the 
benefit of the entire industry, have been most encour- 
aging, and not alone from the national associations 
of manufacturers of paints, oils, varnishes, but also 
from important State associations of master painters, 
following the lead of the International Association 
of Master House Painters and Decorators of the 
United States and Canada. The Connecticut mas- 
ter painters are the most recent converts to the propa- 
ganda for an all-the-year paint industry, and have 
pledged financial support to the movement. 

In his address before the Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club of New York on Thursday evening, Ernest T. 
Trigg of Philadelphia, the sponsor of the ‘Use 
More Paint’’ propaganda movement, which he 
launched at the annual meeting of the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association of the United States in New 
York City last November, drew a striking parallel 
between what had been done by the distributers of 
electric power and light in this country and the pos- 
sibilities for development inherent in the paint in- 
dustry. The great problem of the electrical engineer 
and of the electrical companies was to secure a 
market for their production during every hour of 
the 24, instead of during certain hours of the night 
for illumination and certain hours of the day for 
power for machinery. This feat in commercial 
specialized development they have accomplished to 
their general satisfaction, with the result that the 
majority of the huge commercial power and light- 
ing plants are now producing on a money-making 
basis approximately 24 hours a day. 

This could not have been done without the expert 
business-creating campaign which popularized new 
appliances and influenced the change of many estab- 


lishments from steam or other power to electricity. 
The people “had to be told.” That they were told 


and that they understood what was told them is 
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evidenced in the position of the electrical industry 
of the country today. 

Now, it has been realized generally by the paint 
industry in all of its branches that the only feature of 
the craft to which exception has always been taken 
was its seasonal character. It was not a twelve- 
months a year producer. In the Spring or in the 
Fall the master painters were busy for brief seasons 
—too busy in many cases to do all the work offered 
them. The art, from the standpoint of the house- 
holder, has been classed as decorative—a luxury to 
be put off as long as possible. The result was what 
could have been expected—that while the paint in- 
dustry in this country has progressed to a marked 
degree during the past quarter century, and more 
particularly during the past decade, it has by no 
treans approximated the production warranted by 
an existing demand, which, unfortunately, had been 
allowed to lie fallow. 

It is true that hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been and are being expended in the advertising 
of paint and varnishes, enamels and finishes, but it 
was brand advertising, aimed to bring to the pub- 
licity user greater returns, and not aimed to promote 
the sale of all paints, varnishes, enamels, finishes, 
roof paints, etc. 

It was this lack of informative publicity which 
led to the ‘Use More Paint’’ propaganda. It will 
prove to the public that paint as a preservative me- 
dium means money in the pocket as an insurance 
against decay and deterioration; it will prove that 
paint as an investment means an added sales value 
to house property far in excess of the investment in 
paint and labor; it will prove that the losses to prop- 
erty from deterioration though lack of proper painting 
are greater every year than accrue from losses by fire. 

And in so bringing home the advantages of paint 
the ‘Use More Paint’ movement will create a de- 
mand based upon intelligent requirements rather than 
upon decorative whim—a demand which will be re- 
flected in increasing activity by every member of the 
industry, be he paint grinder, jobber, dealer or mas- 
ter painter. 

It is just this practical, clear-sighted, business- 
creating idea back of ‘“‘Use More Paint’ that has, 
within a year, made it discussed and most earnestly 
advocated in the entire industry, and which has re- 
sulted in the pledging of a half million dollars toward 
the execution of its first object—constructive, busi- 
ness-building publicity.

000,000 bushels, since the August report dropped 
the estimate to 12,788,000, the September to 
11,000,000, and the October increased the prob- 
able yield to 11,335,000 bushels. 

The increase in acreage this year from 1,605,000 
in 1916 to 1,939,000 acres was expected to bring 
about a substantial increase in the final output of 
seed, even if not approaching the bumper crop of 
28,073,000 bushels in 1.912. As it is, if the 
government's final estimates are approximately cor- 
rect, the harvest will be from 5,000,000 to 6,000,- 
000 bushels less than during either 1914, 1915 or 
1916. Allowing 1,500,000 bushels for seed pur- 
poses, the balance—8,000,000 bushels—is so far 
below requirements that the strength of the seed and 
oil markets naturally followed. 

Of course, the Argentine will be the mainstay of 
the linseed users, and undoubtedly will be in a posi- 
tion to furnish the required shortage total if trans- 
portation for it can be secured, and this in itself is 
no mean problem. 

The second factor in the price uplift, which came 
late in the week, was the continuation of depressing 
reports from the Argentine, following the drouth 
advices, the locust damage in the North, with de- 
tails of unexpected frost in the Southern flax belt, 
where cutting will be under way within the week. 
The immediate effect of this combined indication of 
probable reduction in seed was an increase of some- 
thing like 10 cents a bushel.

“Owing to the heavy outlay required for 


the necessary machinery and the high 
cost of manufacture on a small scale, it 
ha not been found profitable for the 
growers of castor beans to undertake the 
extraction of the oil. 

Castor beans contain a very poisonous 
principle, and in handling them care 
should be taken to keep them from echil- 
Iren and most animals. This precaution 


is important, since two of the beans may 


be sufficient to produce serious, if not 
fatal, effects with children. Many cases 
have been reported in which the death of 
herses has been due to eating these 


beans. 


Where Planting Will Succeed. 


“The castor bean was once an impor- 
tant crop in certain sections cf Oklahoma, 
Kans Missouri and Illinois. However, 
during recent years ample supplies of cas- 
tor beans from India have been laid down 
in this country at a price lower than our 
farmers could afford to produce them; 
consequently, the industry has practical- 
ly disappeared in the Un-ted States. 

“For the commercial production of c¢: 















tor beans, the warm climate and longe 
growing season of the more Southern 
States is necessary. If planted much 
further north than St. Louis, Mo., or 


Washington, D. C., the crop is very likely 
to be caught by frost, 


“In general, fertile sol, which pro- 








1 0d crops of cotton or corn, is suit- 
able for castor beans, but a very fertile 
soil favers the growth of the plant at 
the expense of seed production and ear.y 
maturity. The land is prepared in much 
the same manner as for cvotton or corn 

Iesitimates of yield vary greatly. In 


Oklahoma the average yield of the ‘pop- 
per’ variety is said to be 8@10 bushels 
per acre; that of the India variety about 
20 bushels per acre. Yields of 30@40 bush- 
els per acre have been reported from Cal- 
ifors Florida and Texas.”

The general trend of prices in the 
paint market the past week displayed 
little change and for the most part the 
list was maintained at the quoted 
levels of a week ago, The feeling is 
improving and the gradual hardening 
of certain basic materials will, it is 
thought, eventually lead to _ firmer 
prices. However, the tendency on the 
part of consumers continues to be to 
buy simply requirements demand, 
and little, if any, attention is being 
given to the future. as a matter of 
fact, this condition is not at all sur- 
prising, for. with the general unsettled 
situation throughout the country, in 
which curtailment of every kind is be- 
ing practiced, it is only natural that 
the buying power at the moment 
should be light. 

Alung the line of general belief the 
leading producers advanced the price 
of pig lead further the past week, es- 
tablishing a basis of 6%4c. per pound. 
This represents a gain of %c. per 
pound from the low of the downward 
movement recently prevailing. The 
size of the Government requirements 
have not been made known and the 
price being paid is also a matter be- 
tween the producers and the Govern- 
ment. In a way, this leaves the small 
consumer without much information 
as to what market values are, and the 
direct result is that the demand from 
this quarter is hardly better than 
routine. Of course, the recent reaction 
was entirely too sharp and the price 
of 516c, per pound at this time was out 
of line with general conditions. Hardly 
any business was placed at this fig- 
ure, from all accounts, and even now 
the offerings are extremely limited. 

Linseed oil was one Of the strungest 
of the materials on the list. Advances 
were good and present prices are 
about the best reached in some time. 
General sentiment is bearish, with the 
expectations of materially higher 
prices later on. The stock here on the 
spot is small, and, in fact, some of the 
leading crushers are understood to be 
out of the murket for the balance of 
the year. Seed in the Northwestern 
markets keeps on advancing in @ 
rather sharp manner and the move- 
ment is exceedingly lighter. Argen- 
tira, on whom great hopes are based 
for future supplies, has suddenly de- 
veloped strength in all markets, and 
there are now reports of frost coming 
threugh from the southern provinces. 
No damage claims are being made so 
far, but the crop is understood to be 
in 2 position to be damaged from this 
condition. 

No new prices were named for litho- 
pone; but the spot market remains de- 
cidedly strong. It is expected that 
some announcement will be made 
shortly by the big manufacturers that 
will lead to some idea as to wht the 
tendency of future prices will be. From 
all accounts, the trade is set for a 
high level, based on the advances 
of all commodities entering into the 
manufacture of this grade. The same 
position exists as to zine oxide, in a 
way, and new prices are expected 
within the next few weeks. The pig- 
ments were without material change, 
despite the gains in pig lead. Not un- 
til this market reaches a settled basis 
will there Le any movement to the 
pigments, according to the opinion ot 
leading interests in the trade. 

A detailed report of important items 
of the trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The market was 
stronger during the past week and 
prices closed at the top of the upward 
movement. Leading producers ad- 
vanced their prices nearly a cent a 
pound to 6%c., and from all account? 
little is being offered at this figure. 
The situation has changed materially 
in the past few weeks, and the opin- 
ion is that somewhat higher prices are 
likely. Undoubtedly the recent decline 
was overdone. and 5c. per pound, the 
level] reached on the reaction, was en- 


as 


tirely too low. Nothing is known In 
regard to the Government require- 


ments and what prices are being paid 
The result is that the small consumer 
is unable to judge the market situa- 
tion to any material extent. Large in- 
terests view the position of the mar- 
ket as unsettled, and are reported tu 
be waiting for a more definite basis 
before closing important’ contracts. 
Lead ore at Joplin was firmer at $65 
per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The advance in the pig lead 
had no influence in this market so far 
as the strengthening of prices were 
concerned. Large producers were con- 
tent to hold present values unti] a 
more settled market appeared in the 
metal. Asking prices at the close for 





white lead, basic carbonate, American 
dry, ruled from 9c. to 10c. per pound, 
and in oil from 10%c. to 1lc., depend- 
ing upon seller. The English grades 
continued in an entirely nominal posi- 
There was no particular demand 


tion. 

reported, business continuing on a 
routine basis. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Prices were well main- 


tained during the past week, although 
quotably unchanged from the previous 
levels. Apparently there was no at- 
tention given to the steadier market 
in pig lead. Asking prices at the close 
ruled from 8%c. to 9c. for white lead 
basic sulphate, according to seller. 
Trade demand was routine, and what 
little buying is being done is princi- 
pally for requirements. 

RED LEAD.—Sellers at the clos: 
were asking’ from 10c. to 11%c. per 
pound for red lead, American and 
from 11\4c. to 11%c. per pound for this 
quality in oil. Foreign grades remain 
entirely nominal, with no offerings 
heard of. There are no likelv to be 
any particular receipts for some time 
in view of the demoralized shipping 
situation. Manufacturers and jobbers 
continue to report only a moderate in- 
quiry vrevailing for spot goods. and 
little attention seems to be given by 
the general consuming trade to future 
requirements. 

LITHARGE.—This commodity con- 
tinued steady, and holders were ask- 
ing from 9%c. to 11\%4c. per pound for 
American powdered at the close, Thera 
was no change in the foreign qualities, 
for which nominal quotations continue 
the rule. These stocks are about ex- 
hausted, and naturally no important 
receipts are to be looked for at this 
time. The trade demand is about the 
same as that for other pigments, how- 
ever, and consumers seem satisfied to 


buy as requirements make it neces- 
sary. 
ORANGE MINERALS.—There was 


nothing of particular interest in this 
trade during the week just closed. De- 
mand remained on a routine basis, 
With the general run of quotations at 
about the same level as the »revious 
market report. At the close askinz 
prices ruled from 13c. to 14c. per pound 
for Orange minerals, American while 
for all foreign grades the position re- 
mains entirely nominal. 

ZINC OXIDE.—The general market 
situation remained steady for all 
grades the past week. Prices on the 
spot were without particular change. 
The demand continues more or less 
routine. and the genera] trade is wait- 
ing for the announcement of new 
prices which will be made nrobably 
the coming week by the leading manu- 
facturers. Opinions differ as to the 
probable range that will prevail, but 
many exnect to see higher prices, in 
view of the general advances that have 


already taken place in the various 
commodities used in the manufacture 
of this product. Contract prices for 


the French process zinc oxide are on 
the basis of 15¢e. per pound for white 
seal in carload lots and 15%c. per 
pound for less than carload lots. 14%c. 
per pound for green seal in carload 
lots and 145c. per pound for less than 
carload lots, and 14¢c. per pound for 
read seal for carload lots and 14k%e. 
per pound for less than carload lots. 
LITHOPONE.—Interest in this trade 
centers entirely in the hopes that new 
prices will be named shortly. Just at 
the moment there is not much feature 
to the spot position, although the tone 
is strong enough, prices averaging 
from 6c. to 7c. per pound, according to 
seller. Many interests in the trade are 
of the opinion that a higher range of 
values will prevail for new contracts, 


they basing these claims on the ad- 
vances already taken place in the 
prices of raw materials and the up- 


ward trend noted in producing costs.

NEW YORK. 

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
market fluctuations the past week 
were not particularly active and for 
the most part changes were without 
importance. Prices on the spot here 
closed at from 52@53c per gallon yard 
basis. The trade demand is not ur- 
gent and the buying for the most part 
is confined to requirements. The ad- 
vances of late have apparently cut 
down the inquiry and consumers are 
not inclined to stock up for future 
requirements. The situation at pri- 
mary centers is not particularly bull- 
ish. The shipping conditions are 
against activity and the difficulty in 
forcing exports through is one of the 
main factors which the trade has to 
contend with. In the meanwhile the 
London market keeps right on ad- 
vancing and prices have reached 
record levels. They will undoubtedly 
continue to do so until some way out 
is found for increasing freight space. 
However, the trade dves not expect to 
see any material declines at this time, 
particularly as the.crop season is 
near an end. Receipts are not very 
likely to increase, although the stock 
on hand is fair. At London the price 
of turpentine has been advanced 
fully 7s the past week and the close 
was at the best level reached yet. 
The present price is 91s, Sellers are 
very chary of taking orders, espe- 
cially for forward delivery of any 
kind. One may perhaps expect some 
little reaction, either now or a Ittle 
later, if the price goes over 95s., but 
the position is very strong and tne 
difficulty of maintaining an adequate 
supply will not grow less this year. 
There are some people who hope for 


better shipping opportunities when 
the bulk of the harvest has been 
moved; but there are other special 
employments for Atlantic tonnage 


with which we must reckon between 
January and June next year. It may 
be well to point out to parties who 
are sceptical about turpentine prices 
that the’ imports during September 
Were only 6,978 cwts., that tris is less 
than half the small monthly aver- 
age of the present year, and only 
about one-seventh of a normal aver- 
age. The consumption of turpentine 
is, of course, lessened, but not to this 
enormous extent.

ROSIN.—The market tone was quite 
steady during the past week, although 
the price changes were without im- 
portance. The demand was reported 
as fair in certain quarters, but trade 
operations as a rule were not thought 
to be active. In fact, some dealers 
were of the opinion that the general 
consuming trade was inclined to pur- 
chase only as their needs made it nec- 
essary. Sentiment remains bullish, 
from all accounts, and the indications 
are for a higher market, although the 
great trouble in making export ship- 
ments will not allow any sharp gain 
at this time. According to the reports 
coming through from Southern pro- 
ducers, the 1918 crop will be greatly 
curtailed, and this naturally should go 
a long way toward offsetting many of 
these bearish influences which now are 


looked upon as market factors. There 
is a difference of opinion regarding 


the size of the scrape crop and some 
interests believe that this will help 
later on. but there are many promi- 
nent authorities who claim that pro- 
ducers have used this as they went 
along, with the result that the yields 
for this month and next will be below 
expectations. The London market was 
strong again and prices were up from 
one to two shillings for the week cov- 
ering all grades. Latest advices from 
that center stated that the imports of 
rosin are certainly less than they were 
last year, but the falling off is slight 
as compared with that in turpentine, 
and the present prices are much 
higher in proportion. One would not 
suggest by this statement that rosin 
igs likely to be cheaper, for the condi- 
tions are such that nothing can very 
Well be cheaper while they continue in 
operation; but one thing is certain, 
that rosin is proportionately very 
much dearer than turpentine.

COBALT OXIDE—Prices were strong 
during the past week, and the recently 


named higher levels were well main- 
tained. The supply on the spot the 
past week showed no material gain, 
while the demand was good. As a 
matter of fact there was little of note 
in the situation so far as fresh devel- 
opments were concerned. Large man- 


ufacturers who have contracted for de- 
liveries well in advance are in the mar- 
ket for spot supplies for deliveries, and 
this demand has gone a long way to- 
ward accounting for the general firm- 
ness. 

CHALK.—Trade developments during 
the week were without material 
change, Prices were on a purely nom- 
inal basis, with hardly any supply 
here on the spot. The demand con- 
tinues active, and all arrivals are read- 


ily absorbed. Underlying conditions 
are naturally strong. Imports at this 


time on a large scale are absolutely out 
of the question, and what freight room 
for shipment from abroad is being 
given to the carrying of commodities 
more in general demand. As pointed 
out before, the cost of production at 
primary centers has not advanced to 
any material extent, but in view of 
the above mentioned fact prices have 
risen sharply to the consumer here 
upon delivery. 

Imports of chalk, unmanufactured, 
for the month of August, as announced 
by the department of Commerce, to- 
taled 8,836 tons and valued at $10,637. 
For the eight months ended in August 
the imports amounted to 93,280 tons, 
of which the value is $90,092.

turers and the National Window Glass 
Workers have arrived at a settlement 
in regard to the long disputed question 
of wages to be paid this coming season. 
According to the reports received at this 
center the new piece scale provides for 
an advance of 27% per cent on double; 
27 7-10 per cent on single—snappers 40 
per cent as much as blowers. Ten per 
cent differential to single strength blow- 
ers is retained. Single strength work- 
men get 25 per cent A and B quality, 
plus 10 per cent A quality, plus 74% per 
cent double A. The advance to double 
strength workmen is 25 per cent A and 
B quality, plus 5 per cent A quality, 
plus 7% per cent double A. Advances 
apply on 1916-17 brackets. The rate 
agreed upon is based on the_ scale 
adopted at the beginning of last blast, 
and not on that in effect when the fires 
were put out at the end of May. It 
will be remembered that a 10 per cent 
advance was conceded during the fire. 
The same relative advance applies to all 
of the four trades—blowers, gatherers, 
cutters and flatteners. The announce- 
ment of this, while more or less ex- 
pected, was made well ahead of time, 
for the belief was that hardly any of 
the large factories would be able to get 
underway before the first of the year. 





Prices, however, were understood to be 
due for an advance, especially in view 
of the gains already taken place in raw 
materials, fuel, lumber and the great 
shortage of labor. At a meeting held 
in Pittsburg by committees representing 
independent machine manufacturers 
and the Window Glass Cutters’ and 
Flatteners’ Association of Ame'.ca, a 
wage settlement covering .ne fire of 
1917-18 was arrived at An important 
concession was made by the workers’ 
representatives. Heretofore the oper- 
ators of factories involved have been 
paying cutters a differential of 20 per 


cent above standard wages; single 
strength flatteners 25 per cent, and 


double strength flatteners 30 per cent. 
The differential the coming year will be 
8, 10 and 12 per cent, respectively, a 
reduction of 60 per cent as compared 
with previous fires. The sliding scale 
feature of last year’s agreement is 
maintained. Basic wages in these fac- 
tories will be the same as in hand op- 
erated plants, the higher wage rate to 
be effective from September 30, and the 
difference between present wages and 
the 1917-18 seale for hand plants to be 
paid following resumption of hand fac- 
tories.

LINSEED OIL. 


A much better feeling prevailed in 
linseed oil circles during the week just 
closed and prices were higher all around. 
This upturn was also featured by an 
improvement in trade demand, and as 
consumers found supplies short there 
was a fair amount of bidding done, 
both for .spot and future shipment 
Sentiment has apparently turned from 
the bear side, and the natural strong 
technical position of the market is com- 
ing in for more attention. At the close 
asking prices on the spot averaged from 
$1.15 to $1.18 per gallon in barrels car- 
loads in New York, with smaller quan- 
tities bringing advances in proportion. 
Leading crushers advanced their card 
prices to $1.18 to $1.19 per gallon. Fu- 
ture prices were apparently withdrawn 
from the market for there were no of- 
ferings heard of for January forward. 
It was noted that Offerings from crush- 
ers are moderate on this strength, and 
apparently competition among produc- 
ers was not so keen as recently. This 
was probably due to the fact much oil 
was sold the past few weeks, and 
now with both seed and oi] stocks con- 
siderably reduced these interests are not 
so willing to sell ahead. On the other 
hand, buyers who have been holding off 
in the expectations of further reductions 
are now anxious to cOver needs. This 
situation is one of the principal bullish 
factors at the moment. Much of the 
recent buying has been attributed to 
soap manuafcturers, and it is now 
thought that these sales were much 
larger than the earlier estimates indi- 
cated. Some interests figured purchases 
by these packers at 50,000 barrels each. 
The demand from the paint trade con- 
tinues more or less routine, but, just the 
same, the various consumers are taking 
deliveries right along on contract. 

The seed markets followed along the 
general course noted for the past few 
weeks. Early in the week there was 
quite a bulge in prices, but later a re- 
action set in, only to have sharp gains 
Scored toward the close. The entire 
position depends upon the ability of the 
railroads to move the grain to market, 
which at the moment does not look par- 
ticularly bright. Every effort is being 
made by the railroad officials to move 
other cereals for which the demand is 
naturally greater, and consequently the 
cars available for the transportation of 
seed are few. In the Canadian regions 
there is now a large amount of seed 
under snow, which will not be moved 
before spring, and in view of the pres- 


ent shortage such a situation is un- 
fortunate. Every bushel of flaxseed 


could be used this season. The stock 
of seed at the Northwest primary cen- 
ters is hardly worth while mentioning, 
according to the reports received here 
from reliable authorities. A high pre- 
mium is being paid for cash flax in all 
markets, which bears this out. The re- 
ceipts of flaxseed last season were con- 
sidered small by the trade, but this year 
the movement is less than one-third of 
that of a year ago, all of which accounts 
for the strength noted in both the spec- 
ulative and cash markets of this coun- 
try. 

The government report issued late 
last week fully confirmed the estimates 
of a small production of flaxseed. The 
yield is now figured at 9,648,000 bushels, 
against 11,335,000 bushels estimated last 
month and a final last year of 15,459,000 
bushels. The yield per acre is but five 
bushels, which compares with the final 
of last year, 9.6 bushels per acre. 

Argentine reports early in' the week 
continued highly favorable, and the 
weather is fine. Advices stated that 
cutting nas commenced in the extreme 
north and with favorable conditions 
should make rapid progress. The yield 
is expected to come fully up to the early 
estimates with an exportable surplus of 
40,000,000 bushels. Later in the week 
this market advanced sharply on the re- 
ports of frost in the south. While no 
damage wag claimed, it was feared that 
considerable would result if the weather

In the 
meantime, the lard market, which has 
been very firm during the interval, has 
done quite a good deal in influencing 
the demand for cottonseed oil. 


The action of the Food Administra- 
tion at Washington, which has recently

houses, 

Compound manufacturers report an 
active demand for the cottonseed oil.

Washington, Nov. 9, 1917. 
How the United States Government 
hopes to salvage a valuable -<dible oil

fore been cast aside as refuse will be 
told in a Department of Agriculture bul-

years of study on the subject. It will 
be illustrated with photographs showing 
huge piles of tomato seeds which grew 
up us refuse heaps near the canneries, 
The bulletin computes how many gallons 
of a valuable food oil could be saved 
from these seed piles. 

The bulletin was prepared by Frank 
Rabak of the office of drug and poison 
plant investigations under the direction 
of Dr. W. W. Stockberger.

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EXPORT CARRIER CONDITIONS RE- 
FLECTED IN MINERAL OIL EXPORTS 
FOR THE EIGHT-MONTH PERIOD. 





A shift in the character totals of petroleum prod- 
ucts exported from the United States during the 
eight months ending August is indicated by the 
statistical data compiled by the government—the 
only data now available—corrected to October 12, 
and still subject to further revision. 

In the report the decline in such exports, while 
not marked, bears out the trade-recognized fact that 
the carrier condition and the scarcity of bottoms has 
been a decided factor in petroleum export condi- 
tions during the past few months and to an extent 
not approached at any period since the war began 
ip 1914. 

The total exports of refined mineral oils for the 
period amounted to 1,585,002,158 gallons, as com- 
pared with 1,581,260,655 gallons for the same 
period in 1916, and 1,415,090,771 gallons for the 
eight months of 1915. This, of course, was a gain, 
but the total exports, including both refined and 
crude, dropped off slightly with a total of 1,693,- 
480,603 gallons for the 1917 period, as against 
1,694,075,042 in 1916 and 1,521,305,818 in 
1915. 

Crude oil exports for the period declined approxi- 
mately 4,400,000 gallons, with a total of 108,- 
478,445 gallons, as against 112,814,387 gallons. 


Refined Export Conditions. 

The refined export situation is well worthy of 
study. Take gas and fuel oil, for instance. These 
commodities were separated for the first time in the 
seven months’ report, hence there is not an exact basis 
for export comparisons, but the totals indicate con- 
tinued gains, as was to be expected with the tre- 
mendous demands for these for war purposes. The 
total exports for the eight months of these commodi- 
ties were 674,959,482 gallons, divided into two 
periods. In the six months, January-June, there was 
a total of 493,992,484 gallons shipped from this 
country, fuel and gas totals combined. For the two 
months, July-August, the fuel oil totals were 
168,620,722 gallons, and the gas oil total 1|2,- 
346,276 gallons. This complete total of 674,- 
959,482 gallons is more than 72,000,000 gallons 


in excess of the total for the same period in 1916. 


Illuminating Oil Shipments. 

Illuminating oil statistics show a steady decline 
in shipments during the war period, owing to the 
freight difficulties in reaching the heretofore tremen- 
dous markets of the Far East, and the consequent 
substitution there of certain vegetable and nut oils 
for kerosene. Take the China market as an ex- 
ample:— In 1914 (8 months) the exports of illum- 
inating oil to that country were 67,276,990 gal- 
lons; in 1915, the total was 71,437,362 gallons; 
in 1916 this had declined to 62,590,013 gallons, 
and in 1917 the drop is still more pronounced with 
a total of 35,066,400 gallons. Japan, because of 
Japanese production, combined with other causes, 
shows a tremendous loss to American trade. For 
the eight months in 1914 the total exports to Nippon 
were 68,398,936 gallons; in 1915, 48,823,646 
gallons; in 1916, a still further drop to 32,550,432 
gallons, and for the past eight months the surpris- 
ingly small total of 15,878,755 gallons. 

British India is holding its own with approximately 
the same shipments in 1915 and 1917, and an in- 
crease in 1916. France, the United Kingdom and 
Portuguese East Africa show increases, but almost 
without exception the remainder of the export illumi- 
nating oil list registers declines. “The amount to the 
Netherlands, for instance, for the past eight months 
is but 17,796,759 gallons, as compared with 
36,197,627 in 1916, and 43,631,687 in 1915. 
The 1914 exports to the Netherlands totaled 
113,439,309 gallons. 


Gasoline and Naphthas. 

A sidelight upon gasoline demand from Ameri- 
can refiners is given in the data regarding exports of 
this motor fuel—as well as other naphthas and light 
distillates—since the total shipments for the eight 
months of 1917 aggregated 145,257,723 gallons 
of gasoline, as against 108,653,630 in the same pe- 
riod last year, and 87,219,042 gallons in 1915. 
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The shipments for the eight months ending August, 
1914—just prior to the war—totaled 104,480,023 
gallons. 

The exports of other light products of distillation 
during the 1917 period were 127,343,439 gallons, 
as against 1 31,835,897 in 1916 and 104,535,158 
gallons in 1915. The eight months before the war 
total was 28,892,933 gallons. 

The residuum exports have dropped to almost 
nothing as compared with what they were four years 
ago, as will be seen by the following eight months’ 
totals: —1917, 538,837 gallons; 1916, 6,391,594 
gallons; 1915, 11,464,878 gallons; 1914, 66,- 
724,964 gallons. 
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UNUSUAL AMOUNT OF NEW WORK 
UNDER WAY, AS SHOWN BY OCTO- 
BER FIELD REPORT, BUT PRODUC- 
TION IS NOT UP TO EXPECTATIONS. 





Once more the Mid-Continent field, despite the 
influx of water in Butler county, Kansas, and par- 
ticularly in Towanda township, is to the fore as 
the most important producing section of the country. 

The October report of field operations—which 
will be found on page 47 of this issue—shows that 
nearly 350 more wells were completed in October 
than in September, and that the producers of the 
country have made every possible attempt to meet 
the requirements of the government. That the new 
production has not kept pace with the new work is 
unfortunate, but there can be no criticism of the at- 
titude of the well drillers. 


There was an increase in production, however, 
in the fields producing the lighter grades of crude, 
although the total did not show an increase. ‘This 
latter fact was due to the conditions in the Coastal 
territory prior to the strike of workmen called for 
midnight October 31, and which has resulted in a 
general shut down in Texas, with the exception of 
Humble. The refineries and pipelines to date, how- 
ever, have not been affected appreciably. 

The largest gain in the number of completions is 
recorded in Kansas-Oklahoma, with Oklahoma 
first and Kansas a close second. New produc- 
tion in Oklahoma amounted to 47,018 barrels, with 
that of Kansas 43,144 barrels. The Gulf Coast 
new production was 31,198 barrels, while Penn- 
sylvania trailed with 2,739 barrels, as compared 
with 2,493 in September. The new production 
totals in the fields east of the Rocky Mountains— 
with the exception of Wyoming—were 141,418 
barrels for October, as compared with 145,152 
barrels in September. 


Conditions Unparalleled. 

To obtain an adequate idea of what these figures 
mean it is necessary to take into consideration the 
difficulties experienced by the producers of crude 
petroleum. Not only is material exceedingly hard 
to get and at record high prices, but experienced 
men are scarce, and water in many localities is 
worth almost as much as oil. This lack of water 
has handicapped the starting of new work, and in 
some sections operators have been obliged to shut 
down in the anticipation of rains, which may come 
some time. 

In the Texas Panhandle, for instance, water 
scarcity is second only to lack of men as a deter- 
rent factor in new work, although it is anticipated 
that the shutting down of many operations in Wy- 
oming because of snow will send men into the Pan- 
handle territory. The approach of the winter sea- 
son should mean that water is not far off. At pres- 
ent some of the large companies are pumping water 
to the fields via pipelines instead of sending oil or 
gas through them from the fields to distributing 
centers. In the Mid-Continent—and particularly 
in the pool in Towanda township, the lack of water 
for drilling purposes is marked. There is too much 
salt water in some of the wells, but that is not avail- 
able. Butler county development has received a 
decided setback because of these drouth conditions. 

Kentucky, on the other hand, has too much water, 
the heavy rains converting the roads into muck heaps 
and severely handicapping operators in their attempts 
to freight materials over the roads to the wells. 
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The strike conditions in the Coastal fields of 
Texas are such that many wells are closed down 
awaiting a settlement. There has been no appre- 
ciable disorder, but the result of the withdrawal of 
so many workers is plainly evidenced in the produc- 
tion report for the week. The strike extends into 
Louisiana, but here conditions are apparently not 
so serious since the new production is ahead of that 
recorded in the last previous report. 

There have been no changes in crude petroleum 
prices during the month of October, although were 
conditions normal and was there any certainty of 
non-interference by the Government in regard to 
quotations sharp advances would have been expected. 
Instead of this, however, some refiners have been 
paying from 30 to 60 cents a barrel premium, 
which bears out the general understanding that the 
crude oil quotations today are largely nominal, and 
that the price paid depends upon the grade, the 
amount on hand and the amount required for im- 
mediate use. 

Another factor in the crude oil market—and 
this is equally true of the refined market—is the 
great scarcity of tank cars for moving this material 
from the fields to refineries and from the refineries 
to distributing points. It is a fact that at the present 
writing many sales are absolutely dependent upon 
the buyers furnishing the cars. 


As to Refined Products. 


The refined products market is appreciably 
stronger, although the export demand which has 
been such a pronounced factor in trading conditions 
of late is directly influenced by export conditions, the 
scarcity of ships and the establishment of the Gov- 
ernment regulation of shipments. The details of 
the eight months’ shipments will be found in tabular 
form in this Petroleum Section, while an analysis of 
the exports leads this page. 

There has been but one change in the quotation 
of refined products in the local market. I!luminating 
oil was advanced a cent locally and a half cent in 
Connecticut, making the quotation for water white 
to jobbers 1 3@14 cents, with astral oil at 15@16 
cents. The low is the price to jobbers, the high 
open market quotation. Some slight variants from 
past prices of fuel oil and gasoline will be found 
in the quotations which appear on page 45. High 
gravity gasolines and naphthas are exceedingly scarce 
with the demand proportionately heavy. The very 
low gravities are moving somewhat slowly with prices 
somewhat easier, while the demand for the motor fuel 
grades is holding up well. 

There is no particular change in the fuel oil 
situation. The tendency is toward stronger condi- 
tions because of the coal situation, and also because 
— if industrial history repeats itself—the use of fuel 
oil may be necessary in increased quantities during 
the cold weather because of low gas pressure in the 
glass, coke and iron centers of Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. The coal situation in itself is sufh- 
ciently critical to warrant extensive purchases of fuel 
oil as a reserve supply, and both users and jobbers 
are warned by the producers to keep large stocks on 
hand of both fuel oil and kerosene. In fact, the 
fuel situation this winter, if present conditions are to 
be taken as an augery, will prove as serious as any 
heretofore experienced. 

Here, too, shipping conditions are growing more 
and more influential as a factor in distribution. Both 
tank cars and box cars are growing more and more 
scarce, and the beginning of unsettled weather and 
the usual winter traffic conditions cannot but exert 
a depressing influence upon delivery conditions with 
a reverse twist as to prices. 

Mineral Lubricants. 

Reports from the larger producers of mineral 
lubricants indicate that the market is growing stronger 
from day to day, with some grades almost unobtain- 
able at any price. Cylinder stocks as far as sup- 
plies are concerned might just as well be a name, 
since all offerings are taken as soon as made and 
stocks are non-existent. 

All grades of neutral and black oils are in strong 
demand and the movement is steady with supplies 
scarce and prices firm. : 

Supplies of refined wax are exceedingly scarce, 
and some grades are difficult to obtain even for 
future shipment.

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Head of Bureau of Mines Declares but 30 Per 
Cent. Is Used Expertly, While Much Is 
Sold for Less Than Cost. 


Washington, Nov. 10, 1917. 


That the casinghead gasoline indus- 
try in this country will never furnish 
more than 10 per cent of the total pro- 
duction of gasoline, and that the only 
feasible method of keeping pace with 
the increased consumption of gasoline 
is by cracking the heavier oils, is one 
of the most important deductions made 
by Van H. Manning, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Mines, in the year book of the 
bureau just about to be issued. but not 
as yet ready for general distribution. 

Mr. Manning declares that the coun- 
try today is not using effectively for 
gasoline and lubricating purposes more 
than 30 per cent of the oils, and that 
the other 70 per cent is used in com- 
petition with coal or exported to for- 
eign countries and generally sold for 
less than the cost of production. He 
adds, significantly: — 

“The gasoline problem before the 
public today can probably be most 
efficiently solved by cracking this 
70 per cent. of petroleum, thereby 
increasing the yield of gasoline 
from our present oil production by 
100 to 200 per cent.” 

The following summary of contem- 
plated investigation by the bureau, to- 
gether with other extracts from the 
forthcoming report, will be found of 
interest:— 


Contemplated Investigations. 


“In the future the bureau hopes to in- 
vestigate sulphuric acid residues from the 
refining of petroleum; the possible by- 
products obtainable from acid sludges 
and cracked oils; 2nd the internal com- 
bustion engine fuels, which will involve 
the testing of various grades of such 
fuels for the purpose of determining 
relative efticiencies ard satisfactory end 
points and other limits. The bureau also 
hepes to investigate and prepare specifi- 
cations for lubricating oils and to stand- 
ardize, as nearly as possible, the methods 
of testing petroleum and all its products. 
The best method of anlyzing crude oil 
must be studied. Gasoline, which is one 
of thea nation’s greatest necessities, as be- 
ing thoroughly investigated, and thou- 
sands of analyses are being made to de- 
termine the grades of gasoline being used 
in different parts of the United States, so 
as to enable the Bureau cof Mines to 
furnish expert information to state gov- 
ernments and private individuals as to 
the essential properties of gasoline fer 
various uses. 

“During the past year the increasing 
demand for gasoline has been met in four 
ways: 

“By stimulating production; by the use 
of a cracking process controlled by the 
Standard Oil Co.; by increasing the end 
point from 150 degrees Centigrade, the 
end point of a year ago, to an end voint 
as high as 200 degrees Centigrade, which 
has permitted the use of large quantities 
of distillate that was formerly considered 
to be naphtha and kerosene stock: and by 
blending casing-head gasoline with neavy 
naphtha or light kerosene stock. It is 
impossible to count upon an increased 
production of crude to keep pace with 
future increases in the demand; likewise 
it is impossible to expect a much further 
raising of the end point without a _ 4de- 
cided change in engine designs. for the 
reason that th2 present end point includes 
most of the products that can be heated 
up to their vaporizing point without 
cracking, and if the products are heated 
above their cracking point objectionable 
decomposition products are formed, 

The casing-head gasoline industry will 
probably never furnish More than 10 per 
cent. of the total production of gasoline; 
therefore, the only possible way of keep- 
ing pace with this increased consumption 
of gasoline is by means of cracking the 
heavier oils. We are today using efli- 
ciently—that is, for gasoline and lubricat- 
ing purposes—not more than 30 per cent. 
of our oils. The other 70 per cent. is 
used in competition with coal or exported 
to*foreign countries and is generally sold 
for less thaa the cost of production. 


Extraction of Oil from Oil Shales. 


“The question is being asked daily what 
this country is going to doa when our 
petroleum: resources are exhausted. We 
have as yet untouched our great re- 
serves of shales that contain oil. [hese 
shales are found in many parts of the 
United States and tremendous reserves 
are known in Cclorado, Utah and Wyo- 
ming. There is only one country in the 
world where oil shales are being utilized 
for the production of oil—Scotland, where 
little petroleum occurs and where the de- 
mand for petroleum is great. Some of 
our shales are much richer in oil than are 
the Scotch shales and are conservatively 
estimated to contain many times the 
amount of oil that has been or will have 
been produced from all the porous forma- 
tions in this country. 

“To obtain the oil from oil shale it is 
necessary to heat the shale in great re- 
torts. The o1 is the result of destructive 
distillation and is driven oif in the form 
of vapor and is later condensed by cool- 
ing. As Stated above, this process has 
never been used in this country because 
of the lack of necessity, for our oil re- 
serves are great, and it would not be 
commercially economical to invest money 
in retorts for distilling from oil shale oil 
that would have to compete with the 


crude oil obtained by other methods. But 
this condition will not lust forever. In 
fact, it is thought that it will be only a 
very short time until the of] shale indus- 
try will be one of magnitude. 

“The section of engineering technology 


of the Petroleum Division is studying 
evaporation losses and fire lesses in con- 
mection with the storage of oil with a 
view to reducing these losses by suggest- 
ing improvements in the design and pro- 
tection of tanks. The magnitude of 
evaporation losses may be realized by 
considering that out of 50,000 barrels 
stored in one tank in Oklahoma between 
2,000 and 2,500 barrels was lost by evapora- 
tion in five months. There are probably 
between 3,000 and 4,000 large oil storage 
tanks in Oklahoma today and although 
they do not all now contain oil and it is 
not reasonable to suppose that such tre- 
mendous losses occur from every tank, 
the evaporation loss is undoubtedly ap- 
palling. In addition to this loss, many 
tank: 





are lost by fire caused by lightning 
during certain seasons of the year, and it 
is & common occurrence in the oil fields 
during a thunder shower to see a fe 
tank containing thousands of barrels of 
oil rapidly burning. Not only is the oil 
lost, but the tank itself has no value. 


Methods of Transporting Oil. 


“Transportation of oil is being studied, 
including the influence of temperature and 
viscosity on the capacity of pipe lines, the 
influence of pressure and soil conditions 
on the life of pipe lines, and the proper 
power equipment for pipe lines. | Pipe 
lines are expensive; they cost _ between 
$5,000 and $10,000 a mile, depending upon 
the conditions under which they are con- 
structed and upon the topography of the 
country that they traverse. When it is 
remembered that pipe lines have been 
laid from Oklahoma to the Atlantic coast 
and to the Gulf coast, and that practi- 
eally all the Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
kinia oil fields are connected by pipe lines 
to the great refinery centers v1 the At- 
lantic coast, one realizes what tremendous 
engineering problems are involved in the 
construction of these lines and what vast 
sums of money are invested in them. 


Utilization of “Wet’’ Gas. 


“When vil is produced it is almost al- 





ways accompanied by More or less gas 


which ordinarily comes from the same 
sand. The gas _ usually contains some of 
tne lighter portions of the oil itself. Such 
gas is known as ‘wet’ gas, and if it is 
preduced with the oil it is called *‘casing- 
head’ gas. A few years ago one could 
go through almost any oil field in this 
country and see great volumes of this 
gas escaping from the oil tanks. No one 
could see any way in which it could be 
utilized, although at some wells it was 
trapped and used for fuel under boilers. 
It was soon learned, however, tliat by 

sing this wet gas and cooling the 








con: pre L i t 
compressed product gasoline , of high 
gravity was precipitated. A few years 


ago gasoline was not so expensive as it 
is now, and inasmuch as the so-called 
‘casing-head’ gasoline was more or less 
dangerous on account of its volatility, mot 
many people cared to handle it. How- 
ever, after the automobile came into its 
own and gesoline became so expensive, 
the use of casing-head gascline began to 
be more and more common. 


Gasoline from Casinghead Gas. 


“Casing-head gasoline is made by two 
different processes, the compression pro- 
cess and the absorption process. tn the 
compression process the wet gas is com- 
pressed by large machines to a pressure 
between 200 and 300 pounds to the square 
inch. The compressed product is then 
cooled and the ‘wet’ parts of the gas 
condensed. The high-gravity product is 
then mixed with low-gravity distillates 
and kerosene, which cannot be utilized by 
themselves in automobile engines. How- 
ever, the addition of tne light-gravity 
gasoline gives the resulting mixture a 
volatiiity sufficient to permit ready com- 
bustion in automoble motors. 

“he absorption process of making 
gasoline may be used for casing-head gas 
or for gas that doos not occur with the 
oil. This process is based upon the fact 
that when the wet parts of the gas are 
forced through certain kinds of oil used 
for absorption, the oil absorbs the light 
particles of gasoline carried by the gas. 
These are later recovered from the oil by 
heating it, the gasoline being driven off 
and the high-gravity product being con- 
densed. The product of the absorbers is 
blended with a heavier distillate as is the 
product from compressing casing-head 
gas. 

“During the year 1915 approximately 1,- 
506,000 barrels of gasoline was made by 
these methods. The value of this gaso- 
line is about $5,500,000, showing the mag- 
nitude of an industry based upon a 
product that until a short time 0 Was 
allowed to waste into the air. This en- 
gineering problem is being thoroughly in- 
vestigated by engineers connected with 
the Bureau cf Mines. 














Investigation of Gas Traps. 


“The engineering-technclogy section of 
the bureau's petroleum division is also jn- 
vestizating the most elticient gas traps 
for oil wells, with a view to recommendad- 
ing a type for universal adoption. 


Studies of Petroleum. 


“One of the most important results ob- 
tained by the section vf chemical tech- 
nology was the development of the Ritt- 
man process which allows a greater per- 
ceutage of gasoline to be obtained from 
petroleum than was obtained by other 
processes. This greater percentage is ob- 
tained by subjecting the heavier dis- 
tillates of petroleum to ‘cracking,’ which 
involves the rearrangement of the mo!e- 
cules of oil by subjecting them to high 
temperatures and pressures. The Bureau 
of Mines early realized the importance of 
this process and as a result of the studies 
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carried on by Dr. Rittman important dis- 
coveries were made which bid fair to 
greatly increase the present supply of 
gasoline, The Rittman process has proved 
to be of unquestionable value, although 
unfortunately not many refineries have 
installed the necessary equipment for 
utilizing it. c 

“One of the large fields in refining is 
that connected with the so-called unsat- 
urated hydrovarbons. Petroleum practice 
of the past has always dealt with satur- 


ated hydrocarbons, namely, those that 
are not washed out by sulphuric acid. 


From _ the chemist’s standpoint, the sat- 
urated hydrocarbons are inactive, where- 
8s those constituents that are unsatur- 
ated are most active chemically and can 
be used as a source for building up a 
great variety of products. The Bureau 
£ Mines desires to extend the scope of 
such work and recommends this field of 
research because of its tremendous pos- 
sibilities 


Development of Rittman Process. 


“Another investigation that the bureau 
desires to continue is the development of 
the Rittman process. With the present 
limited appropriations made for  petro- 
leum investigations the bureau has not 
been able to carry on investigations in 
the field of possible by-products to be 
made from the cracking of oils. It seems 
clearly possible to make such by-products 


as special lubricating oils, aromatic 
hydrocarbons and other hydrocarbons 
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that can be used in making drugs and 
autiseptics. During the past year the 
Rittman process for making gasoline has 
passed beyond the experimental state and 
may be considered a commercial process. 
During the experiments carried on by the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey at the 
Rittman Process Corporation’s plant at 
Pittsburgh, as much as 100 barrels a day 
was treated in a ll-inch cracking tube, 
with a recovery of 40 per cent. gasoline 
having an end point of 165 degrees Centi- 
grade, whereas the end point of what is 
now termed gasoline is nearer 200 degrees 
Centigrade. 

“The independent refirers have been 
slow to take up the process and conse- 
quently its development has been re- 
tarded. The Bureau of Mines has been 
handicapped in that it has not had a 
plant at which it could carry out tests 
vi & commercial scale. The licensees, as 
a rule, are not interested in developing 
the chemical possibilities of the process 
£0 much as in obtaining the products 
they desire. If the Maximum progress is 
to be made in the development of the 
tittman process, it seems necessary for 
the Bureau of Mines to control a plant 
at which commercial quantities of oil can 
be treated and to which persons inter- 
ested in the process can send carload lots 
of oil to be tested before they invest in 
the construction of a plant. ‘The labor 
costs of making such a test should be 
charged against the applicant for the 
test.”

HIGH-GRADE FIELDS SHOW A DECLINE IN 
NEW WORK AS WELL AS IN PRODUCTION 





While 100,000 Barrels a Day ‘Were Added in Past Two 
Months, Production Is Not Settled—East of Rockies 
October New Production Was 141,418 Barrels Daily. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 10, 1917. 


A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, for the week shows a decline from the 
previous week’s work, and there is less new 
production found. Conditions in the crude oil 
flelds of the country in no way bear out the 
condition of oil stocks in the speculative stock 
market. Fear of Washington has kept crude 
markets stationary more than three months, 
but these markets are not a true barometer 
because of premiums freely offered by refiners 
and large buyers, who are and have been add- 
ing from 10 cents to as high as 20 cents a 
barrel to pusted quotations. The past two 
months kave added 100,000 barrels a day over 
the same period of last year, but it is not a 
settled addition through new discoveries, save 
the Butler (Kansas) pool, now threatened by 


annihilation, It is this pool that saved the 
mid-continent from a steady decline, despite 
the opening of much territory in small pools 
over the area. 


October Field Work. 


In the fields east of the Rocky Mountains, 
excepting Wyoming, there were a total of 
2,418 wells finished during the month of Octo- 
ber, of which 186 were gas wells and 496 were 
worthless and a total loss, leaving 1,736 oil 
producing wells with a new production of 
141,418 barrels a day. These wells were dis- 
tributed by the different fields as follows:—

The above tables show that in the high- 


grade fields east of the Mississippi River there 
were 798 wells finished, with 104 gas wells, 
150 dry holes and 7,520 barrels new produc- 
tion and 284 rigs up and 1,085 wells drilling. 
In the fields west of the big river there were 
1,620 wells finished, of which 82 were gas 
wells, 346 were dry holes and the new _ pro- 
duction amounted to 133,898 barrels. There 
were also at the close of October 836 rigs up 
and 2,438 wells drilling. In the combined 
fields in the tables there is shown a total of 
1,120 rigs up and 3,523 wells drilling, a total 
of 4,643, which is a very large number for 
this season of the year, when work starts to 
drop off, owing to the extreme winters in 
some of the fields. ‘Work can be kept up 
throughout the winter months in Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Louisiana, as _ the 
weether gets just right for work during the 
winter months, with plenty of water for. drill- 
ing purposes, while in Kentucky and other 
fields cast the weather becomes so cold that 
little work can be accomplished, although 
some work is done thea year around, Bad 
roads may stop active werk in Kentucky and 
Tennessee this winter. 


KENTUCKY. 


The heavy rains, mud and slush has re- 
tarded development work in many sections of 
Kentucky, as the hauling of material is hin- 
dered, and the moving of a drilling machine on 
the bad roads is an utter impossibility. Many 
of the old-line operators that have been up 
against just such propositions before were 
wise in moving much material to locations to 
drill while the roads were in passable shape, 
and these operators can keep the work mov- 
ing during the winter season, while others 
must lie idle. Drillers and labor are getting 
scarce in both Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
while the prices are on a par with other fields, 
many prefer the deeper sand drilling, as they 
get in more days on a well and realize much 
more for their work, which is more steady. 
In parts of the Kentucky field the drilling 
work is done only during the day, while other 
fields work both day and night. If this was 
started in Kentucky it would mean that nearly 
double the wells would be drilled in the same 
length of time. 

Numerous big deals went through in Ken- 
tucky during the past month, and several 
other large ones are pending. One of the 
largest deals was the purchase by the W. P. 
Williams Oil Corporation of the holdings of 
the New York-Kentucky Oj] Corporation. The 
latter company was headed by J. H. Byrd. 
The deal took with it 1,700 acres of prac- 
tically tested territory and close to forty wells, 


with an approximate daily production of 160 
barrels, among which were the Allen Powell 
tract, south of Irvine, in Estill county, with 


28 wells drilled upon it, and some other pro- 
duction in the Torrent field, in Wolfe county. 
A large block of territory, consisting of about 
117,000 acres of lease, located in many other 
counties in the State, goes with the trans- 
action. 

In the Whitley county section, near Wil- 
liamsburgh, the Diesel Oil and Gas Company 
sold its holdings to the Somerset Oil Com- 
pany, consisting of leases on several thousand 
acres, and 6 producing oil wells. The consid- 
eration is not known, but the wells were small 
pumpers and have been producing for about 
thirteen years. The company, which is a New 
York concern, will put two drilling machines 
at work at once and the territory will be 
further developed. This is the field in which 
oil is found at about 800 feet deep, while at 
close to 1,300 feet splendid gas wells have been 
found in the Big Injun sand formation. 

The recent advanced tests in Lee county 


continue to attract attention, developments 
having proven a semi-circular extension east 
and south of the Estill-Powell county fields 
into Lee county. Along a line southward into 
Jackson county, territory is being leased over, 
and this will prove one of the most active 
spots for new development during the winter 
season. 

With the approach of winter there is no ap- 
parent let-up in activity. A drive on a num- 
ber of Eastern mountain counties is being 
started by the trade, many drilling machines 
being assembled for shipment into that region 
before the real bad weather interferes. Numer- 
ous counties from the Big Sandy River west- 
ward will be tested out during the winter 
season. With petroleum firm at $2.40 per bar- 
rel, it is not likely that the trade will let 
weather conditions interfere with the attempt- 
ed lining up of new fields in that hardly- 
touched regions of Eastern Kentucky. There 
are now approximately 280 drilling rigs in com- 
mission in the State, 


Runs from Wells. 


The runs from the wells of Kentucky are in- 
creasing slowly but surely, there being 
76,871.02 barrels run during the week, and 
this oil was run from the different districts 
where the Cumberland Pipeline Company has

All Over Kentucky. 


Advice from Bowling Green, in Warren 
county, is that the Ithaca Oil Company has 
a nice showing of oil in its wildcat well on 
the Duncan tract, near the town of Browning, 
in the western part of the county. This well 
is four miles away from the good well drilled 
by the Chenault Oj] and Gas Company on the 
Jackson tract early last spring, and makes 
the intervening territory look as though it was 
well worth the testing out. Along the Gasper 
River, in the same section of the county, 
Hare & Co.’s well on the Wiley tract, that 
was drilled about the same time as the well 
on the Jackson tract, and considered worth- 
less, has been drilled deeper, and is showing 
for a well of high gravity crude. 

The test well drilled by Christian & Co. on 
the Susan Brown tract, about 8 miles north- 
west of Scottsville, in Allen county, and 
near the Allen-Barren-Warren county line, is 
looked upon as the best well yet drilled in 
the Scottsville field. The oil was found at a 
depth of 400 feet, and the well reported show- 
ing for close to 600 barrels. The well is no 
doubt over-estimated to a large extent, as is 
usually all the Kentucky wells, as no real 
gauge can be had of the wells until they are 
put to pumping. 

A, J. Yoke, the well known oil operator, 
has returned from Duluth, Minn., to Bowling 
Green. While away he disposed of leases on 
large blocks of territory in Warren, Allen, 
Barren and Simpson counties, in Kentucky, 
for a consideration of $30,000. All the drilling 
wells in the Scottsville field in Allen county 
were closed down for over a week on account 
of the shortage of coal for fuel under the 


boilers. 
New Refinery. 


(Machinery for the refinery of the Pioneer 
Refining Company, to be put up at Rodemer, 
a small jumping off place south of Scottsville, 
in Allen county, is now being purchased by A. 
A. Laurie, president of the company, and will 
shortly be shipped to its destination. The 
company has contracted for a production of 700 
barrels of ofl a day from the Scottsville field, 
and gathering lines will be put in as soon as 
the pipe arrives, as well as storage tanks.

TEXAS PANHANDLE SCARCITY OF MEN AND 
WATER SHOWS SIGNS OF EARLY ABATING 





October Work Less Than That in September—New Produc- 
tion Shows 5,018-Barrel Increase. 


Fort Worth, Texas, Nov. 7, 1917. 

With all the rain that has fallen over the 
country during the past week or so there is 
still a scarcity of water for drilling purposes 
in the Panhandle petroleum fields of Northern 
Texas. Now that the winter season in the 
North is near at hand, the Texas fields should 
get a sufficient supply of water to last the 
next few months. There has also been a 
searcity of practical well drillers, but the cold 
in the Wyoming fields hus shifted the laborers, 
and many oZ them are coming and will come 
to Texas for the winter months, where work 
can be done at that season of the year with- 
out any delay from cold. Work in the Pan- 
hanile fields during October was not as active 
as during the month of September, there being 


a decrease of 8 in wells finished and 6 les9 
dry holes, but in production there was more 
than a substantial increase, the October new 
prodvction showing 5,018 barrels more than the 
September. During the month there were 98 
wells finished with 30 dry holes, 1 gas well 
and §.Q@i8 barrels production. In the Electra 
section there were 14 wells finished, 3 dry, 
1 gas, 2.980 barrels production; Culbertson 
section. 8 wells finished, 4 dry and 120 bar- 
rels proijiuction. In the Burkburnett district 
there wera 54 wells finished, 9 dry holes and 
4,263 burrels production. In the Petrolia dis- 
trict, 8 wells, 2 dry, and 3&8 barrels produc- 
tion. In the Strawn district, 10 wells, 5 dry 
and 50 barrels production, while in other dis- 
tricts there were 9 wells, 7 dry and 600 bar- 
reis production. 


New Work to Start. 


Much new work is being planned in the Pan- 
handle fizlds as Soon as there is a supply of 
water. Much of this work will be in the 
Electra and Burkburnett fields, where rigs are 
already being built. Ths Roxana Petroleum 
Company is moving a rig for the drilling of a 
test well on its holdings near Grayford, and 
a couple of drilling machines are being shipped 
into Palo Pinto county to drill shallow sand 
wells, also to operate extensively in Jack 
county.

There was 
also considerable activity in Okmulgee and 
Muskogee counties. There was a slight fall- 
ing off in wildcat completions for the month, 
the figures being 44 for September and 39 for 
October. There were 56 wells completed in

The Creek Nation leads again with 
a@ tota! of 564, with the Osage second with a 
total of 178. This is one of the busiest sea- 
sons in the last few years. The increase over 
September is more than 25 per cent. 

Kansas shows up fairly well in the matter 
of new work, but is beuind in the matter of 
new production. There were 447 completions 
during the month, and the new production was 
44,160, a decrease of more than 17,000 from the 
month of Septembctr. There were no big gush-

DRILLING TO FOLLOW PRAIRIE ENTRANCE 


Casper, Wyo., Nov. 5, 1917. 

Wyoming is enjoying its first real snow of 
the season, but not as much as prevails to the 
North in Montana. As yet the snow has not 
deterred development work in any way except 
freightage to the wells. In Wyoming the 
freighting of the pipe costs about as much per 
foot as does the pipe. 

The oil fever has become an epidemic in 
Wyoming. As soon as a stranger, a travel- 
ing man or what not, strikes Casper, he has 


heard so much about oil on the trains that 
he has become filled with ‘‘structures,’’ ‘‘for- 
mations,’’ ‘‘domes,’’ ‘‘dips’’ and ‘‘sands,’’ and 


he joins the ‘‘oil crowd.’’ A Casper newsboy 
will shame a ‘‘doubtful’’ into buying oil stock, 
as a pretty miss will shame a “‘slacker’’ into 
buying a Liberty Bond. 


Means Much for Wyoming. 


There is something to the report of the en- 
trance of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
into the Wyoming fields. President James E. 
O'Neil, of that company, accompanied by sev- 
eral of the officers of the company, visited 
the Wyoming fields and looked over the J. B. 
Funk holdings in the Lost Soldier field re- 
cently purchased by Hazlett & West, which 
was without doubt secured for the Prairie 
Company, the iargest operating concern in the 
mid-continent field. The new purchasers are 
assembling a large amount of material for an 
active drilling campaign, and expect to install 
a pipeline from the field to Fort Fred Steele, 
on the main line of the Union Pacific Rail- 


road. . 
New Oil Companies. 


The Virginia Oil Company, with headquart- 
ers at Casper and a capital of $2,000,000, is 
one of the late acquisitions to the Wyoming 
field. 

The Absaraka Oil and Gas Company of Sher- 
idan, with a capital of $600,000, will engage 
extensively in development work, having just

Another new concern to develop Wyoming oil

The Wyoming-Kentucky Oil Company, with 
headquarters at Casper and with a capital of 
$5,000,000, has been incorporated by T. C. 
Hitchings, J. E. Hanway, Charles E, Walker 
and W. R. Kenney of Casper and Denver. 
This company has acreage in Grayson, La Rue 
and Adair counties, In Kentucky, and holdings 
in the Big Muddy, Emigrant Gap and the Oil 
Mountain fields of Wyoming. 

One of the late incorporations is the Dantry 
Oil Company of Casper, with a capital of 


$500, 000. 
Late Wells. 


Late advices from Riverton is that the Pilot 
Island Royalty Company struck oil in paying 
quantities in its well in section 21 of the Pilot 
Butte Dame. 

The Warm Springs Oil Company has drilled 
in another producing well on its holdings in 
the Thermopolis field, in Hot Springs county, 
making the third well for that fleld. The oil 


is not of as good gravity as the Salt Creek 
crude in the same county. 

Curtis & Townsend of Jamestown, N. Y., 
owners vf the New York Oil Company, have 
drilled in a well on the holdings in section 27 
in the Sait Creek field, and it is estimated at 
about 1,000 barrels a day. 

The Ohio Oji Company has drilled In a 
heavy black oil well south of Casper in the 
Poison Spider section. The sand was found 
at 1,900 feet and the well reported good for 
300 barrels. 

The Glenrock Oil Company has drilled in its 
No, 3 well in the Pilot Butte field, northwest 
of Lander. The well showed three pay sands 
from 850 to 1,100 feet, and the well is good 
for 150 barrels. 

The Idaho-Wyoming Oil Company has drilled 
in a 15-barrel well in the Fossil field, which 
adds a large amount of territory to the petro- 
leum fields of the State.

MANY COASTAL FIELD WELLS SHUT DOWN 
BECAUSE OF STRIKE OVER UNIONIZATION 





October Production Almost Parallels That for September— 


Humble Least Affected of 


Any Field—Pipelines and 


Refineries Still Operating.

On the stroke of midnight, October 31, prac- 
tically all drilling rigs in coastal fields were 
shut down except those at Humble. Through- 
out the entire month the trouble between pro- 
ducer and oil field worker grew, resulting in 
a gradual decline in number of wells drilling 
from week to week. Number of wells less 
drilling at close of month, 27. Not much new 
work was begun during the closing days of 
the month, as the strike Seemed certain, and 
for the same reason, a number of promising 
wells were shut down at interesting depths 
to prevent interruption at a more critical 
stage of their development. 

The total new production for the month of 
October, as carried by the above table, was 





29,080 barrels, 40 barrels over the amount pro- 
duced during the month before. Of the amount 
produced during October, 10,000 barrels was 
from the big well of the Gulf Production Com- 
pany, that ran wild for a few hours at that 
rate and then sanded up. Another one by the 

Humble Oi] and Refining Company flowed at 
a like rate for a few hours and also sanded 
up. This was No. 1 Beaumont-Petroleum and 
is now pumping 350 barrels. It is on sub- 
merged land out in Tabb Bay. The well by 
the Gulf Production Company, No. 2 Hoffman 
Gaillard, was completed in the middle of the 
proven field. Efforts to bring it back failed. 
Most of the new production of the month came 
from the Goose Creek fleld, which had 32 com- 
pletions. Humble had a number of good wells, 
the largest being that of the West Production 
Company, drilling north of the San Jacinto 
River, on the House tract. Well No. 12 came 
in flowing 2,000 barrels. No. 9, completed 
earlier in the month, was a 125-barrel pumper. 
The Producers’ completed two good wells, No. 
222 on its big Landslide lease, flowing 1,000 
barrels, and No. 17 Koehler, flowing 800 bar- 
rels, This is the only field with rigs running 
after the strike went into effect. 

A number of wells were completed at Sour 
Lake, but none of them were large. Damon 
Mound had a 500-barrel well.

NORTH LOUISIANA SHOWS DAILY INCREASE 
IN PRODUCTION DESPITE STRIKE THERE 


Shreveport, La., Nov. 7, 1917. 

Despite disturbed conditions resulting from 
the threatened strike in the North Louisiana 
oil field, there was an increase in production 
of 200 barrels daily, most of this increase be- 
ing credited to the heavy oil territory, where 
wells are coming in with an initial production 
of 1,000 and 2, barrels, 

That there is comparatively little sympathy 
felt by the rank and file of the oil field work- 
ers affected by the recent strike is evidenced 
by the fact that many of the better class of 
them are returning to their work, having be- 
convinced that the move was untimely 


come 
and ill advised. Evidence that the strike was 
agitated by rank outsiders and I. W. W. 


workers is not lacking, and that their purpose 
was to cripple the government is without a 
doubt, but it did not take Uncle Sam very 
long to step in and with the assembling of a 
sufficient force of regular soldiers to adequately 
protect the entire field, it has proved a very 
easy matter to secure plenty of men to operate 
the wells, and it will only be a few days be- 
fore normal conditions are restored. In fact, 
most of the wells closed down at the begin- 
ning of the Strike are now operating, and in 
most instances by the same men as hereto- 
fore. d 

No disturbances of any kind resulted from 
the strike, and the strikers themselves have 
evidenced in every possible instance a dis- 
position to uphold law and order. Oil City, 
the center of the striking interests in North 
Louisiana, has been cleared of all drinking 
places and dives, and the big fire there last 
week was proved beyond a doubt to have been 
accidental and not of incendiary origin. 

Most of the independent operators were al- 
ready paying union wages, and in many in- 
stances their work was not interrupted, but no 
concessions have been made by the big com- 
panies, and there is no prospect of recogni- 
tion of the union,

New Sand at Montebello. 


The field? where recent developments have 
been attracting widespread attention is that 
of the Montebello field, about 8 miles east of 
Los Angeles. The Standard Oil Company last 
week brought in Baldwin No. 3 on _ section 
1-2-12, which gushed at completion at the rate 
of 10,000 barrels a day, and which finally 
Settled down to a steady production of 6,000 
barrels daily, which is the rate of flow at 
present. The well was drilled as a test well 
for a deeper sand than that from which wells 
heretefore had produced. The test was more 
than a success. 

Montebello has proven itself an oil field 
which undoubtedly will rank as one of the 
foremost fields in the State. The new field is 
situated between the extreme eastern part of 


the old Los Angeles field and the extreme 
western end of the Whittier field, and has 
stood. undiscovered while rumors for many 


years past have been of the trend that the 
fields of the south in this immediate vicinity 
were very nearly exhausted. The steady pres- 
ent flow from a deep sand, together with the 
proven value of the upper sand, has demon- 
Strated without any chance for doubt its 
tremendous value as a new field. 

The well of the Standard came in with a 
tremendous rush of oil and gas at a depth of 
3,700 feet. It was soon placed under control 
and is producing 24 gravity oil, one degree 
higher than is found in the upper oil stratum. 
Heretofore wells completed by the Standard 
have been finished up at a depth of between 
2,300 and 2,500 feet. No. 3 was put down 
deeper to test out for a lower sand. The re- 
sults as shown stamps the sand as a great 
reservoir of high gravity oil. 

While the field has been shown to be pro- 
ductive from two distinct deposits, its area is 
still far from being determined. To date the 
strike extends three miles, but the width is a 
matter yet to be _ settled. The longitudinal 
development runs from the outmost Standard 
well to the well being drilled by the Red 
Star, which is in big oil sand at 2,100 feet. 
In this well there is a daily flow of 500 bar- 
rels from between the casings, and drilling is 
continuing. Over 100 feet of sand have been 
passed through and work will proceed to a 
natural conclusion. 

At the other end of the field 
Portland Cement Company is 
and preparing to drill. Here two holes have 
been abandoned, not because of a failure to 
strike oil, but because of mechanical difficul- 
ties. The formation in that locality is very 
hard. To the south the Petroleum Midway, a 
subsidiary of the California Oilfields Corpora- 
tion, is down 2,000 feet on the Howard and 
Smith ranch No oil showings have been en- 
countered, but several streaks of gas have 
been gone through, 

Another sensational completion was made 
last week in the Montebello field by the Union 
Oil Company The Union has just brought in 
its first well doing 1,100 barrels daily. The 
oil is of 22 gravity and is considered one of 
the best wells in that field. The well was 
completed at 2,650 feet and probably will set- 
tle down to approximately 700 barrels daily. 
Drilling in the well may be continued if the 
gas and cil permits and an effort made to 
reach the deep oil sand. The result has stim- 
ulated the Union activity, which will imme- 
diately start up other rigs in the near future. 


Oil Union Suffers Rebuff. 


With the largest companies operating in the 
Kern fields and throughout the oil fields gen- 
erally refusing to send representatives to the 
conference of the Gas and Oil Workers’ Union, 
which was held at Bakersfield last week, the 
meeting had rather a slim attendance and 
resulted in no agreement on the part of the 
operators to heed the demands of the union. 
The result was a stern rebuff to the Union 
and plainly indicates that the operators gen- 
erally will have little to do with the efforts 
of the union to enforce certain demands. 

Among the companies which subscribed to 
the plan of non-negotlation with the union 
were the Union Oil Company, the General 
Petroleum Company, the Belridge Oil Com- 
pany, the California Petroleum Corporation 
and its subsidiaries, the Pan-American Pe- 
troleum and Transportation Company, the

The cans may be bought for about 
9 cents apiece, or $72 a ton. They have 
been sold at $100 a ton f. o. b. Seattle, 
while the ultimate consumer in Japan is 
known to have paid as much as $150 a 
ton for the cans delivered at his factory. 
It is understood that certain California 
fruit packers have already utilized some 
of these cans for making tops of fruit 
baskets. The Department of Commerce 
would be glad to see their increased 
domestic utilization for manufacturing 
purposes and the Exports Administrative 
Kioard will welcome inquiries relative to 
the possible purchase of quantities of 
them, 





NEW TEXAS FIELD. 


Cuevitas Development Shows Oil of 
Parafine Base—May Be 
Gusher Territory. 


Cuevitas, Texas, Nov. 8, 1917. 

That a start has been made towards the 
development near here of what promises 
to be one of the most productive oil fields 
in Texas is shown by the bringing in of 
a second well by the Rio Grande Gas and 
Oil Company of a daily flow of more than 
80) barrels. The discovery well of this 
company was completed about a month 
ago, with a daily output of 400 barrels. 
The oil strata was struck in each well 
at a depth of about 1,000 feet. It is stated 
that the boring operations were unusually 
easy due to the character of the forma- 
tion. As yet no well has been put down 


to a depth greaier than 1,000 feet, but it 


is the theory of practical oil men that 


gushers of the type that are found in the 
‘Tampico oil fields may be brought in by 
deeper drilling. The oil is of parafine 
pase and is said to be of a higher ade 
than any of the Gulf coast fields of ‘lexas 
or Louisiana. 

Notwithstanding the remoteness of this 
locality from rai.road transportation, the 
bringing in of these two producing wells 
has attracted the imterest of the* larger 
operating oil companies, and there is 
much activity in obtaining leases and in- 
stailing well boring rigs in the Cuevitas 
section. This new oil field is situated 
about 35 miles south of Hebronville, a 
station on the Texas-Mexican Railroad, 
and about IS miles north of Roma, located 
upow the bank of the Rio Grande. Lead- 
ing from Roma to a point near the land 
that is now being exploited is a good 
wagon road and from Roma there is a 
military highway running down the bank 
of the Rio Grande to Sam Fordyce, which 
is the terminus of the branch line of the 
St. Louis, Brownsville and Mexico Rail- 
road. Tentative plans are already on 
toot for the laying of a pipeline from 
ftebronville on to Sam Fordyce. 








Louisiana Oil Corporation Refuses to 
Pay Oil Inspection Fees. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 8, 1917. 

The Louisiana Oil Refining Corpora- 
tion. the domicile of which is Shreve- 
port, La., have refused to pay the oil 
inspection fees for August and Septem- 
ber, and the matter probably will go 
to the courts, perhaps on a criminal 
charge. The fee for inspection of oil 
is one-quarter of a cent a gallon, which 
the corporation declares is excessive, 
and cites the fact in support of its con- 
tention that the revenue of the State 
Board of Health from these fees in 1915 
was $88,348.46, while the cost of the 
service was $30,816.57, leaving a profit 
to the State Board of $57,531.89. The 
corporation takes the position that any 
fee system of the sort constitutionally 
can be fixed only at a rate that will 
bear the cost of inspection, and it holds, 
therefore, that the tax put upon it by 
the State Board is illegal.

NEW HYDRAULIC OIL STORAGE SYSTEM 
IS HAILED AS REMARKABLY ECONOMICAL 





Almost Double Gasoline Output Claimed for Process of 
Storage in Use Four Years Now Being Tested 
by Government Experts.

Officials of the Petroleum 
the l'nited States Bureau Mines are 
not visibly enthusiastic about the process 
proc.aimed by a Detroit hydraulic engi- 
neer for eliminating waste and lowering 
the cost of gasoline. 

Very careful examination of the proc- 
ess is to be made by the government 
ofticials, who are anxious that it may 
prove capable of handling and storing 
erude oil and its derivatives so as to give 
an almost doubled gasoline output. Any- 
thing that promises to help out the gaso- 
line situation will be given syn»pathetic 
study. ; 

The Federal officials Fave been advised 
that the new system eliminates evapora- 
tion losses in all the various stages of 
gasoline refining and marketing. The 
new system, which is hydraulic in prin- 
ciple, is founded on the use of water in 
handling and storing crude oil and its 
products, both in the producing fic lds and 
refineries, and in wholesale and retail 
storage tanks. 

Evaporation from the open and partly 
open tanks in the great oil-producing 
fields carries away and wastes an amount 
of gasoline conservatively estimated at 
something more than 12,000,000 barrels an- 
nually. The gasoline thus carried off is 
the highest in quality and volatility, con- 
stituting the lightest and best of the 
gasoline contained in crude oil as it comes 
from the wells. 


New Method Elastic. 


While designea principally for the oil- 
producing fields, the new mechod is equal- 
ly applicable to retail filling stations and 
private storage systems. In Detroit three 
of the largest motor car factories have

The mew system involves the use of 
water in storing and handling crude oil 
and gasoline. It provides for a water in- 
let at the bottom of each tank, so that 
ol or gasoline, both of which are con- 
siderably lighter than water, will be 


floated to the top, thus keeping the tanks 
completely filed at all times. This does 
away with the air space in the tanks and 
makes possible the use of air-tight tanks, 
with a consequent elimination of evapo- 
ration, 


Saving Promised. 


In addition to 
evaporation losses the hydraulic syste 
will bring about an additional saving 
through the prevention of fires in the oil 
fields. 

Much of the present gasoline trouble 
is due to the presence of water and other 
impurities in retailers’ storage tanks, 
from where they are pumped along with 
gasoline into users’ motor cars. These 
impurities settle to the bottom of the re- 


conserving tremendous 


tailers’ taaks, near the gasoline outlet, 
and are picked up by the action of the 
pump. Even the last gallon taken from 
the tank under the new system is pure 
and clean, the impurities and settlings 
reniaining at the bottom of the retailer's 


tank, from where they are periodically 
flushed into a drain, The system is auto- 
matic in action, water flowing into or 
out of the tank as gasoline is stored or 


withdrawn.

Government Technologists in Okla- 
homa Looking Over Field Ere 
Establishing Petroleum.

cation of its new petroleum experiment 
station. Because Chester A. Narramore, 
the chief petroleum technologist of the 
bureau, has been engulfed in war-work 
in connection, particularly with the needs 
of the War and Navy Departments for 
gasoline, he has sent two of his chief as- 
sistants into the tield to make a survey. 


Dr. Dorsey Lyon, general superintend- 
ent of the experiment field stations of 
the bureau, and Petroleum Technologist 


J. O. Lewis of the Petroleum, Division, 
are in Oklahoma looking over the situa- 
tion to make recommendations as to the 
location of the proposed station, 

This matter would have been settled 
montis ago, but for the press of war 
work which has forced the Bureau of 
Mines to abandon temporarily all of its 
usual work amd concentrate on experi- 
mental work and surveys to meet war 
needs of the government.

Standard Oil of N. J. Grants Fifth

Prices on Petroleum. 
A cable from Paris states that the Food

SEEK AERO FUEL. 


Superior Type to Drive Liberty Motor 
Planes Expected to Be An- 


nounced Soon. 


Washington, Nov. 10, 1947. 
Now that the Council of National De- 
fense has. through standarJdization and 
the solution of patent disagreements, 
iuade possible expeditious quantity pro- 
duction of aeroplanes of the standard U. 
S. Signal Corps type, a superior motor 


fuel to drive the ‘Liberty Motor’ is ex- 
pected to be announced soon, 

Practically the entire iorce of the Pe- 
troleum Division of the United States 
Bureau of Mines has been concentrating 
its labors upon testing out in a practical 
way the hundreds of proposed methdéds 
of getting a superior motor fuel. Out or 
these tests, carried on principally under 
the direction of Chief Petroleum ‘Tech- 
nologist Chester Narramore, and with Dr. 
Rittman and Dr, Dean, the motor fuel 
experts, devoting their entire attention to 
providing a superior fuel, has come a 
determination upon a certain course of 
intensified experimentation, which is ex- 
pected to discover a satisfactory fuel. 

That a motor fuel far superior te any- 
thing yet jn will be svon announced 
is the expectation of a number of lead- 
ers in war work, who have been in con- 
ferences with the Bureau of Mines’ petro- 
leum technologists.

Petroleum Refining in Venezuela— 


New Refinery at Work Near 


San Lorenzo. 


The petroleum refinery erected by the 
Caribbean Petroleum Company at San 
Lorenzo, on the east side of Lake Mara- 
caibo, some 70 miles from the city of 
Maracaibo, started operations on Au- 
gust 18. ‘The refinery has a daily capa- 
city of about 2,000 barrels (of 42 gallons 
each). 

{Kerosene costs in the 
Maracaibo 2.8 bolivars, 
gallon, and gasoline, 3.50 bolivars, 
or 6745 cents, per gallon. The price of 
both will very likely go down when the 
products from the new refinery are put 
on the market here. Reduction in the 
prices of gasoline may be expected to 
affect favorably the market here for 
motor boats and automobiles, especially 
motor boats. wack of improved roads, 
however, will continue to discourage 


retail market

importation of automobiles. 

The crude petroleum at San Lorenzo 
is said to yield only 9 or 10 per cent 
kerosene, and gasoline in ratio of 
about 2 to 1, respectively. It is expected 
that a market will be found locally for 
the large percentage of fuel oil. Some 
of the sugar refineries have already 
made arrangements to burn fuel oil. 

A refinery is being erected also at 


Curacao by the Curacas Petroleum 
Company, which plant is expected to 
be completed by the end of this year. 
The crude petroleum for this refinery 
will come from the Lake Maracaibo re- 
gion. Pipelines have been laid from 
the wells to Lake Maracaibo, and from 
there crude oil is carried in barges to 
Curacao, a trip of several days for the 
slow tugs. Two such tank barges, with 
a capacity of 600 tons each, are oper- 
ating at present, and eight additional 
barges, with a capacity of 1,000 to 1,200 
tons each, with the necessary tugs, will 


be procured by the time the refinery at 
Curacao begins operations.

; Strength and firmness were evident 
in all markets during the Week past. 
The general tendency was upward 
throughout the list and sellers all took 
a firm outlook. 

Quinine was in strong demand and, 
owing to shortage of materials as well 
as export inquiries, prices were main- 
tained firmly. No advances were noted 
except in second hands, where some 
business was done at a _ premium. 
There is difficulty being experienced 
in moving the bark, with the natural 
result that manufacturers are unable 
to meet the demands, both domestic 
and foreign. 

Opium continued in its strong posi- 
tion. Price shifts were observed in 
the powdered and granular varieties, 


While Persian gum is practically ex- 
hausted. Stocks have increased, but 
demands are greater than the sup- 
Plies available, and all ‘brokers are 


looking for higher levels unless relief 
is found. 

Alcohol remained in a situation of 
Sreat strength, all prices being main- 
tained except the refined pure. In- 
creased supplies and somewhat lighter 
demands were reported as among the 
reasons for the decline. In some quar- 
ters price shading was to be found 
but, on the whole, sellers were holding 
for the higher prices. The production 
of wood alcohol is restricted, and 
whatever minor fluctuations the gen- 
eral market may have developed dur- 
ing the week, wood alcohol remained 
very strong, and firmly held to its 
high price. 

Glycerine Was in strong demand for 
both grades. Raw materials and the 
problem of moving them have entered 
greatly into the firm condition of this 
market. Futures are not being con- 
tracted to any considerable extent, 
owing to governmental attitude and 
possible action. The uncertainty has 
led the Manufacturers and buyers as 
well to avoid futures, especially in 
the case of the munition type. This 
uncertainty has to do with raw ma- 
terials,

Benzoic acid is in scant quantity, 
especially for the manufacture of food 
preservatives.

Efforts in Western Washington Meet with Success in How 
to Prepare Leaves for Medicine. 


Washington, Nov. 9, 1917. 

Answering the call of the Council of 
National Defense to grow and gather 
digitalis because vast quantities of it 
are needed to save the lives of U. S. 
soldiers and the Allies, the universities 
of the Northwestern States are harvest- 
ing a big supply. 

One of the first requisitions made by 
the medicine committee under the Coun- 


cil of National Defense was for all the 
digitalis that could be gathered, and to 
make the campaign as successful as pos- 
sible students in the College of Phar- 


macy of the University of Washington 
undertook to raise a large crop ard the 
State Council of Defense has sent an ap- 
peal broadcast to augment the supply. 

The eastern part of the country has 
heard little of this war measure because 
there is very little digitalis grown in 
the East. 

Reports to the Council of National De- 
fense and to the government officia'!s 
indicate that there will be a satisfactory 
crop harvested in the Northwest. 

These reports show that on the campus 
of the University of Washington students 
in the college of pharmacy are antici- 
pating the time when American soldiers 


may perhaps be dying from exhaustion 
and weakness of heart, and are cultivat- 
ing , ie digitaiis purpurea, better Known 
as foxglove, from which is made _ the 
best heart stimulants known. This drug 


has saved many lives during the present 
war aiid is expected to save others by 
the hundreds if the supply holds out.

3e- 
fore the war most of the American sup- 
ply came from Germany, and a smaller 
amount from England. ‘The German sup- 
ply is, of course, entirely diverted now, 
and England can scarcely provide for 
her own hospita's. Immense quantities 
of the drug will be needed for the Ameri- 
can troops at the front, and if it is not 
provided, men will die who might be 
saved.

In collecting from 
flowering stalks the entire cluster may 
be cut off near the base of the leat 


stems. In collecting from plants having 
the stalk, both basal leaves and leaves 
on the stalk may be taken. Only fresh 
green leaves should be collected. Dead 
leaves, withered leaves, flowering stalks 
and debris camnot be used. 

At this season the leaves should be 
dried indoors. Trays may be constructed 
by tacking burlap or muslin on wooden 
franes Leaves on such trays dry on 
both surfaces at the same time. If trays 
are not convenient leaves might be spread 





on the floor of an unused root, and 
stirred once or twice a day. Drying pro- 
ceeds much more rapidly in a warm 
room. Tf a shingle kiln is available in 
your community, you will be able to dry 
large quantities of leaves rapidly. Leaves 
are dry when the leaf stalk is brittle. If 


proper methods have been used the 
leaves will retain the natural green color, 


When _ the leaves.are thoroughly dry— 
not before—pack tight in clean paper 
bags or Jour sacks and place these in 


turn in burlav sacks. The entire amount 
collected in a2 community should be in- 
cluded in a single shipment. Ship, trans- 
portation prepaid, to the College of Phar- 
macy, University of Seattle, Wash. The 
college wiil assume responsibility of for- 
warding to the Council of National De- 
fense. 

If you are not sure that you are able 
to recognize the plant, consult the botany 
teacher of the nearest high school. lf 
this is not convenient write for further 
information to Prof. A. W. Linton, Uni- 
versity of Washington, Seattle. If you 
are in doubt that what you have found 
is digitalis, enclose a leaf in making in- 
quiry.

TETANUS IN VACCINE. 
Sale of Product of One Plant Prohib- 


ited—Government Agents Testing 
Vaccine in Many Localities. 
Washingtoi Nov, 10, 1917 

Altheugh the 
from a certain 
has been prohibited by the Public Health 
Service, and the manufacturers of the 
vaccine advised to withdraw it from the 
market, because it was found to contain 
tetanus germs, the Surgeon-General has 
issued a statement that there is no evi- 
dence that it was wilfully contaminated. 

Ten cases have been reported to the 
Public Health Service since July, in 
which the affection occurred following 
vaccination, and in each instance vaccine 
from this one manufactory had_ been 
used. It is pointed out by the Public 
Health Service that the reason the in- 
fections all came from the product of 
this one plant is because it is such a 
large one that it supplies most of the vac- 
cine in use. 

These ten cases which were carefully 
investigated were:—Two in Washington, 
two in Cincinnati, one in Luddington, 
Mich., and five in Jacksonville. Suspicion 
Was aroused and under authority of iaw 
to examine vaccine to see if it is safe 
for use, the Public Health Service made 
very thorough examinations and investi- 
gations in each of these cases. The Sur- 
geon-Generai’s statement says that there 
is ‘no intimation of wilful contamination 
of the vaccine’’ and as regards the re- 
ports that in each case the infection fol- 
lowed, vaccination he comments:—‘‘While 
the relation to vaccination has aroused 
suspicion laboratory examination in the 
hundreds of samples have failed to find 
tetanus infection ; 

The Public Health Service has received 
for laboratory test some vaccine from St. 
Paul, Minn., said to contain. tetanus 
germs It was explained that Public 
Health Service agents all over the coun- 
try are gathering in samples through lo- 
cal health authorities and buying samples 
in the open market so as promptly to 
detect any attempt that might be made 
by enemies of the country to spread con- 
tagious disease. E 

While the Public Health Service is 
watching this matter very closely it is 
advising the public that there is no 
ground for alarm and that the sensa; 
tional stories that are being spread about 
wholesa'e infection or contamimation of 
the vaccine has no basis in fact.

MADRAS DRUG SUPPLIES 


Director of Government Medical Stores 
Hopes to Make Disinfectants, Etc. 


The gevernment medical stores in Ma- 
dras, operated by the Indian Medical 
Service, are perhaps the largest in all 
India, and before the outbreak of the war 
Were specializing in drugs. They supplied 
the whole presidency and also the mili- 
tury hospitals, and manufactured drugs 
from Madras were sent to Bengal and 
liurma, as well as to other parts of the 
empire Imported drugs were also dis- 
tributed by the stores, which always kept 
on hand a large stock. 

In 1912 Caleutta, which until then also 
had been manufacturing drugs, was con- 
verted into a purely distributing center, 
the machinery there being transferred to 
Madras, Rangoon shared the same fate, 
becoming only a depot for the distri- 
bution of drugs, but Bombay was left un- 
disturbed ana the stores there have been 
specializing In the manufacture of sur- 
gical instruments The lahore satore6 
form a comparatively small concern and 
their fie!d is confined practically to the 
Punjab. 

For various reasons, among which tis 
the difliculty in obtaining supplies from 
other countries, the scope of activities of 
the Madras stores is being enlarged, and 
new ground is being broken in the direc 
tion of manufacturing, in the country, 
drugs which until lately were imported. 
In consultation with the surgeon general 
for Madras province, a careful inquiry 
has been undertaken into the possibilities 
of growing various medicinal plants In 
India, and a search is being instituted for 
mineral substances used in the manufac- 
ture of drugs. 

The director of the stores in Madras 
hopes to be able to make disinfectants 
locally, more especially those of the phe- 
nol group, emetine from ipecacuanha, and 
starch from rice The possibilities of 
making glycerine are also being invest! 
gated The manufacture of castor oil 
is now being conducted at the Madras

Where price changes have occurred 
in the market for coal tar colors and 
intermediates in New York the move- 
menis have been of an upward charac- 
ter principally, and it is apparent the 
newly touched levels will be main- 
tained for some time in the face of a 
strong demand from consumers and 
speculative interests. No large sup- 
plies of the principal items on the gen- 
eral tist of intermediates are available 
for spot or nearby deliveries, and there 
is small probability of a decided slack- 
ening in the consuming demand. 

Among the items which continue to 
show a good demand are naphthionic 
and sulphanilic acids. Betterment is 
also noticeable in the request for ani- 
line salts, while there has been an ap- 
preciable improvement in the call for 
numerous intermediates, all of which 
have responded to the situation with a 
perceptible firming up in prices, though 
quotations in some instances have not 
been quotably altered. 

The leaders in the market in so far as 
strength is concerned, continue to be 
toluol and phenol. Both of these com- 
modities are practically unobtainable, 
with the government absorbing about 
all the production of the manufactur- 
ers, and very little, if any, of the ma- 
terial is to be found in the open market 
and available for prompt or nearby 
shipments. Resorcin and tolidin show 
steady business being done, and there 
is likewise a fair volume of transac- 
tions reported in creosol and crosote 
oil, while the position of dimethylani- 
line has been improved on a better de- 
mand, and prices have advanced 
slightly. 

While their have been but few 
changes in the general price list for 
coal tar colors, there have been several, 
and these have followed the lead of 
the intermediates and have been up- 
ward in trend. Relative to colors, it is 
interesting to note that according to a 
Government report just issued, imports 
of colors and dyes for the eight months 
ended August 31 last, were valued at 
$1,825,434, compared with $3,071,213 in 
the corresponding period of 1916. Im- 
ports of creosote oil in that period in 
1917 were $687,608, against $2,592,144 in 
1916. Alizarin and alizarin dyes im- 
ported in August last were worth $10,- 
545, and aggregated 2,240 pounds. 

Naphthaline continues to be a center 
of interest to consumers in all direc- 
tions and there are free predictions be- 
ing made that there will be further ad- 
vances in prices in the not distant fu- 
ture. Toluidine is scarce, and there is 
a good demand _ reported for beta- 
naphthylamine, which is likewise a 
hard commodity to locate in any large 
quantities. The trade generally finds 
satisfaction in the position of the mar- 
ket list. 

ACID BENZOIC.—The position of 
acid benzoic is firm at the recent ad- 
vance to $2.10@2.25 per pound, though 
there is little business reported at the 
inside figures and some dealers refuse 
to do better than $2.50 for the material 
on the spot. This is due to a heavy 
demand which has set in for the com- 
modity and which is rapidly diminish- 
ing the available supplies. 

ACID H.—Prices in this market, 
while unchanged, continue to cover a 
wide range, though there is but a mod- 
erate inquiry reported. While the 
average price is $3 per pound for the 
spot material, some of the acid is of- 
fered in one direction as low as $2.75 
and as high as $3.25 in another direc- 
tion. The price for contract is gener- 
ally $2.50. 

ACID NAPHTHIONIC. — Decided 
firmness is noted in this market and 
spot refined acid is tightly held at the 
previously prevailing level of $1.75@ 
1.85 per pound, with the crude acid of- 
fered at $1.40@1.50 at the works. It is 
reported that the production is being 
largely increased, but the demand is 
apparently keeping pace with the 
larger supplies, and there has been no 
accumulation of surplus stocks, it is 
stated. 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—This mate- 
rial is in constant and heavy demand, 
and, while the range of prices is ap- 
parently unchanged at 31@84c. per 
pound, there is very little business be- 
ing done at the inside figure, while the 
outside and even higher quotations are 
regarded as generally prevailing in 
transactions. The quantity of spot 
moterial in the open market is not re- 
garded as overlarge, but is about suffi- 
cient for the demand, 

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL. — Fairly lib- 
eral quantities of this article are re- 
ported available for prompt shipment, 
but there is little interest shown by 
consumers apparently and the market 
presents an aspect of dullness and is 





without feature or quotable change in 
prices, which are steady at $1.50 per 
pound. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE. — De- 
pending upon the quantity, time and 
several Other conditions, prices for this 
commodity are relatively unchanged at 
60@65e. per pound, though the market 
exhibits slightly more firmness in tone, 
due probably to a somewhat improved 
inquiry from consumers, 

ANILINE OIL.—There has been an 
advance in price for aniline oil in some 
quarters to 27@28c, per pound for spot 
deliveries, and the undertone of the 
market is firmer in all quarters be- 
cause Of a betterment in the demand. 
The quotation given is subject to an 
increase for shipment in drums. Some 
resale material is reported as still in 
the market for 26c. per pound, but 
makers of the high-grade article are 
not inclined to shade under 27c. 

ANILINE. SALTS.—More firmness is 
apparent in the market for aniline 
salts on the assumption that all cheap 
offerings heretofore made have been 
disposed of and the generally prevail- 
ing price is 33@34c. per pound, which 
represents an increase of 2c. over last 
week's inside figure, 

ANTHRACENE.—Features are ab- 
sent in the trading in the market for 
anthracene and the business being 
done is rather small and dull. There 
has been no appreciable change in 
prices, which are 20@25c. per pound for 
the 80 per cent. article on the spot. 

BENZIDINE.—Developments in the 
market for both benzidine base and 
benzidine sulphate are without particu- 
lar interest and quotations are unal- 
tered for material on the spot, being 
$1.80@1.90 per pound for the pase and 
$1.40@1.50 for the sulphate material. 

BENZOL.—Pure, water-white benzol 
rules steady at the unaltered figures of 
45c per gallon and it is believed that 
business may be done at a shade under 
that figure on a firm bid for supplies. 
Trading is less brisk than it has been 
in several weeks and supplies on the 
spot are somewhat more plentiful than 
has been the case heretofore. 

BETA-NAPHTHOL.—Large quanti- 
ties of beta-naphthol have been ab- 
sorbed by Japanese consumers and 
there is more firmness being exhibited 
in the situation relative to the ordinary 
and the sublimed qualities which rule 
at 85@90c per pound for the sublimed 
and 63@70c per pound for the ordinary 
or unsublimed. For the resublimed, 
U. D. S., there has been no quotable 
change at $1.20 per pound. 

BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE. —Less 
activity is apparent in the market for 
beta naphthylamine, while prices are 
being firmly held at $2@$2.65 per Ib. for 
the sublimed commodity and $1.65@2 
per pound for the technical grade of 
material. Stocks available for immedi- 
ate or nearby shipment are rather 
small but the demand has apparently 
slackened. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—At the recent ad- 
vance to 35@40c per gallon for the 25 
per cent. oil this market shows steadi- 


ness with a relatively good demand for 


the rather small quantities of the oil 
which are available to meet it. For 
the other grades there is not such an 
active inquiry. 

CRESOL.—Difficulty is still being 
experienced in obtaining adequate sup- 
plies of creso] in this market and prices 
are therefore being rather tightly held 
at the previously prevailing level of 
18@20c per gallon. The ortho quality 
is firm at the unaltered price of 30@ 
85c per pound. 

DIMETHYLANILINE.—Slight ad- 
vances have occurred in the prices for 
dimethylaniline on a betterment in the 
demand which has been rather inactive 
for several weeks past and quotations 
now rule at a level of 60@62c per 
pound for the spot material. This rep- 
resents an increase of 1c per pound 
over a week ago. 

DINITROBENZOL.—There has been 
a small advance in the price of dinitro- 
benzol on the stimulus of more interest 
by consumers and an appreciable de- 
crease in available stocks. Quotations 
are 35@36c per pound for the spot ma- 
terial. 

DINTROPHENOL. Steadiness is 
apparent in the market for dinitro- 
phenol which is in moderate demand 
and none too large supply on the spot 
There has been no quotable alteration 
in prices, which are 60@62c per pound. 

DINITROCHLORBENZOL.—Nothing 
of interest has occurred in the market 
for dinitrochlorbenzol during the 
week’s interim and prices are generally 
unaltered at last week’s level of 40@42c 
per pound for prompt and nearby ship- 
ment. 

DINTROTOLUOL.—South American 
sources continue to exhibit the prin-

Prices in the market for lye bases 


and dyewoods at New York remain ap- 
proximately the same as a week ago, 
with conditions surrounding the trading 
showing but slight alteration from the 
conditions which have dominated the 
general market here for some time past. 
Chief among these factors may be 
mentioned the slowness of imports of 
natural dyestuffs and dyewoods, due to 
the scarcity of ocean transportation. 
Demand for many of the items con- 
tinues to be received in a large volume, 
and as a whole the week’s business has 
been of large proportions. On the 
other hand, the absence of anything 
like adequate spot stocks has prevented 
the placing of considerable business. 

This is comparatively true of the 
trading in albumen, sumac and 
cutch, while the dextrines are experi- 
encing a similar situation. Bichromate 
of soda manufacturers are reported as 
being well sold ahead for next year, 
with only a few makers offering con- 
tracts for over 1918, the others not hav- 
ing arranged for their ore supplies. The 
prussiates of potash, both red and 
yellow, are in scant supply, a_ fact 
which is particularly true of the red 
Japanese material, arrivals of which 
are reported to have been largely de- 
creased. 

Imports of sumac, 
reports, during the 
totaled 773,640 pounds, 
against 635,395 pounds, worth $17,750 in 
August, 1916, and imports of logwood 
in the same period were 5,547 pounds, 
valued at $134,376, compared with 22,358 
worth $848,900 in the same month last 
year. The exports of dyestuffs and dyes 
the Government reports for the eight 
months ended August 31, totaled 
$9,514,197, compared with $4,661,173 in 
the corresponding period last year. Of 
the exports those to the United King- 
dom were the largest, totaling $182,813, 
while Japan was second, taking $157,- 
374, and Canada third, with $120,823.

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Request for 
antimony salts of all qualities continues 
to be in good volume and of a steady 
character, but dealers are finding it 
difficult to supply the commodity und 
are holding firmly at the reeantly 
quoted figures of 65c. per pound for the 
65 per cent. and about 55c, per pound 
for the 47 per cent. though this latter 
quotation is wholly nominal. Prices 
for the 75 per cent. commodity are not 
being made by dealers, as supplies of 
this quality have been about exhausted. 

BICHROMATES.—With makers of 
bichromate soda booked well ahead into 
next year, and only a few offering con- 


tracts, as the others have not as yet 
arranged for their ore suvplies, con- 
tracts are being offered on a basis of 
18c. per pound, with spot quotations 
about %c. per pound higher, though 
there is little business being transacted 
in the spot market because of the 
scanty supplies available. For bichre-

COCHINEAL.—As there have been 
no large importations of cochineal

CUTCH.—Big business is being lone 
in the market for cutch and prices 
snew an upward trend, advancing to 
4c. per pound for the spot maieral 
in boxes, and 12\%c. for bales, Dealers 
in this commodity are ex»ecting that 
prices will be further advanced as there 
are but scanty supplies here and there 


are no large imports expected to re- 
lieve the situation at this time. 
DEXTRINES.—There have been no 


alterations in the prices or conditions 
in this market, and the market con- 
tinues to present a firm tone on a good 
demand with small supplies. Domestic 
potato dextrine rules at 18c, and up- 
ward per pound, while the imported 
product is held at 14%c. per pound. For 
the British gum dextrine quotations 
are nominally 7c. per pound and corn 
dextrine jis unchanged at 7c. per pound. 
DIVI-DIVI.—Quietness prevails in 
the market for divi-divi, there having 
been no additional consumer demand 
noticed within the week, and prices 
are nominally unchanged from the 
previously prevailing level of $65@70 
per ton. It is probable that the inside 
figure could be shaded on a firm bid 
for business. According to consular 
reports, the quantity of divi-divi ex- 
ported from Jamaica to the United 
States in the year 1916 totaled 256,124 
pounds, valued at $6,656. 
FUSTIC.—High freights and scarcity 
of ocean transportation are reflected 
in the market for fustic wood and ex- 


tract, with supplies on the spot being 
rapidly depleted by a good demand 
and small prospect of immediate in- 


crease in available supplies. The sticks 
are nominally unchanged at $50@58 per 
ton, while the solid extract rules at 
25@26c. per pound, and the 51l-degree 
liquor at 16c. per pound. 

GAMIBIER.—Trading in the market 
for gambier is relatively quiet, with 
prices for the common quality of gam- 
bier 15%@1lic. per pound for spot de- 
liveries, though there is not a large 
amount available, it is stated. Cube 
gambier is to be had in limited -quanti- 
lies at 23@25c, per pound. Imports of 
gambier in the month of August last 
totaled 1,703,477 pounds, valued at $196,- 
938, the Department of Commerce re- 
ports, which compares with 905,967 
pounds imported in August, 1916, and 
valued at $81,948. The total imports 
of the commodity for the eight months 
ended August 31 last were valued at 
$815,859, as against $831,590 in the same 
period last year. 


IND1GO.—Shipments of indigo from 


Kast India continue slow and of lim- 
ited character, and the local market 
for indigo exhibits corresponding 
dearth of supplies for spot business, 


while prices are being firmly held at 
the levels of $38@3.25 per pound for 
Bengal indigo; $2.80@2.90 per pound for 
Kurpahs; $2.25@2.50 for Guatelamala 
and $1.10, with duty paid, for the Mad- 
ras quality.

_ Trade operations remained on a rou- 
tine basis for all grades of fertilizers 
during the past week and very few 
price changes were reported. As a 
matter of fact the general situation 
presented little change. The consum- 
ing demand remained limited with the 
attitude of buyers continuing along on 
the idea that purchases at this time 
are to be made in small lots and as a 
rule just sufficient for requirements. 
According to the large interests here it 
is apparent that no attention to speak 
of is being given to the future. There 
are various reasons advanced for this 
feeling, but the principal one seems to 
be the question of prices that are to be 
named shortly by the leading manufac- 
turers throughout the country. It is 
almost certain that a higher range will 
prevail, but the consuming trade seems 
to be content to wait for the an- 
nouncement before attempting to place 
contracts. Opinions differ a little as 
to the probable range of new prices 
compared with the old contracts. Some 
interests predict that the range will be 
fully 25 per cent. above the last prices 
and some look for even higher figures. 


Only in a few cases are there any 
hopes of but slight increases. The 
prices of practically all basic ma- 


terials have advanced considerably and 
there is nothing left to do but make 
some substantial increases in the price 
of the finished article. The war has 
had much to do with this situation the 
past six months or so for the fertilizer 
manufacturer has been forced to bid 
freely for all grades required to keep 
his business going in direct competi- 
tion with the maker of munitions and 
to the latter prices have not stood in 
the way when materials were needed. 

A series of lectures is now being held 
throughout the northern and middle 
western territory of this country under 
the auspices of the soil improvement 
committee of the Council of National 
Defense. By these lectures it is hoped 
that the consumer will be made known 
just what difficulties the fertilizer 
manufacturers have to contend with 
and that he will also be made to see 
that higher prices are absolutely ne- 
cessary. By such method it is ex- 
pected that the manufacturer and the 
farmer will work together and the di- 
rect result will be a larger production 
of crops of every kind. 

The position of the fishing industry 
in Chesapeake Bay was gone into by 
the trade. The Merchants’ Association 
of New York took up the matter with 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels in re- 
gard to the taking over of boats by 
the government and while it approves 
of the use of fishing boats or anything 
else for war purposes where neces- 
sary it is thought that every possible 
care should be taken to preserve the 
fishing industry. Reports in the trade 
indicated that the season there is 
about over and that the few boats now 
operating are of no influence in the 
market situation. A reply was received 
from Secretary Daniels saying: “Spe- 
cial arrangements have been made 
with the fishing companies in the 
Chesapeake whereby their vessels 
which are suitable for naval use are to 
be sent to the navy yards as oppor- 
tunity offers, where they will be fitted 
out for service and then returned to 
the owners. These vessels will only 
be called into active service in case an 
emergency arises which makes such 
action necessary.” This answer was 
considered as decidedly favorable and 
the trade in general is now in a posi- 
tion to make plans for future opera- 
tions. 

Following is a report in detail of the 
principal items of the trade: 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD.—While 
the spot here did not change to any 
material extent during the past week, 
the general undertone was _ steadier. 
Th supply available is understood to 
be light and the prospects are that it 
will continue so for some time. Trade 
demand remains routine and the gen- 
eral run of consumers do not seem 
willing to contract much beyond their 
immediate wants. The fact that prices 
are now close to record levels for the 
season and the highest for that matter 
in years, naturally has a great deal to 
do with this situation, Asking prices at 
the close for dried blood, 12 to 14 per 
cent. ammonia, f. 0. b. New York, aver- 
aged from $6.25 to $6.40 per 100 pounds. 
However, higher asking prices ruled for 
tankage qualities with the list now on 
the basis of from $6.40 to $645 per 100 
pounds, Western grades were about on 
the level of previous quotations.

more. The demand continued routine 
and the fact that this grade of fertilizer 
is so high cuts off a good source of buy- 
ing. Few manufacturers have use for 
it at these levels and the natural ten- 
dency on the part of the trade is to look 
for limited operations until some read- 
justment of values takes place. Fishing 
reports as to the catch of menhaden 
from North Carolina are improving, al- 
though the season to date has been de- 
cidedly disappointing, operations being 
hindered by continual storms. Practi- 
cally all of the northern fishing factories 
are closed, the season being at an end. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The general 
situation in regard to this market pre- 
sented little change during the week 
just closed. There was a little reselling 
reported again from certain quarters at 
the price range of a week ago, but the 


volume of demand was not urgent. The 
little inquiry that does come on _ the 
market is being filled down as low as 
$465 per 100 pounds on the spot. Ask- 


ing prices at the close ranged from $4.65 
to $4.90 per 100 pounds for nitrate of 
soda, 95 per cent. for both spot and 
future delivery. This reselling naturally 
has influence, but the market conditions 
are by no means weak. It is expected 
that this surplus stock will soon be 
cleaned up and that eventually the mar- 
ket will be stronger than ever. From 
all accounts spot supplies are not par- 
ticularly heavy and the shipping situa- 
tion is such that no large stock on the 
spot is likely. At these prices it is not 
thought probable interests would care 
to carry More than is needed for de- 
liveries on contract. 

The total in Chile in the current 
year ending June 30, 1918, will exceed the 
record figure of 63,209,000 quintals reached in 
the preceding twelvemonth, according to Lon- 
don statisticians. The largest annual total 
before the war—in 1913-14—was 62,323,000 
quintals (2,833,000 tons), suddenly reduced to 
33,500,000 quintals in 1914-15 through the out- 
break of hostilities in Europe and the tempo- 
rary shutting down of most of the works on 
the West Coast of South America The prin- 
cipal agricultural outlets for nitrate of soda 
were closed, but thanks to the enormous de 
mand for the article for munition making, the 
void was filled, and, notwithstanding scarcity 
of tonnage, shipments have been on a com- 
mensurate = scale. Stocks in Chile amount, 
however, to about 900,000 tons, compared with 
750,000 tons at October 1, 1913, the correspond- 
ing period before the world was turned topsy- 
turvy. It may be taken for granted that the 
Allies—especially the United States—will for 
some months to come make large purchases of 
nitrate without looking se y at the price; 
it is equally certain that after the war the 
European countries will be anxious to restore 
fertility to their impoverished lands by a free 
use of artificial manures, among which nitrate 
of soda has hitherto deservedly taken a prom- 
inent part. The question is whether the farm- 
er will be willing to pay the extraordinarily 
high prices to which the Chilean fertilizer has 
been pushed, partly by big freights and marine

insurance premiums, partly by increased cost 
of production and the claim to exorbitant 
profits by producers, who seem to think that 
there is no limit to the value of their prod- 
uct, and within the last four months they 
have had the assurance to raise the f. o. b.

15s, 6d4., or double that gladly accepted in 
normal times. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 


market position the past week was 
again more or less easy with resales up- 


setting the general trade to a certain 
extent. Asking prices at the close 


ranged from $7 to $7.10 per cwt. for sul- 
phate of ammonia, both prompt and 
future shipment. This is a slight reduc- 
tion from the high of a week or so ago, 
and further concessions were undoubt- 
edly available if any fair sized bids 
came on the market. The shipping situ- 
ation is also one of the big items of the 
trade. Exports to neutral countries are 
absolutely impossible as shipping 
licenses are not available. Goods held 
here for shipment to the Allied nations 
are being held up for weeks and the re- 
sult is that the accumulation of supplies 
taking place is forcing sales. This is 
understood to be only temporary. 

The manufacture Of sulphate of am- 
monia in this country continues on a 
large scale and the opinion is that every 
ton will be needed, for there are big or- 
ders standing for delivery on contract 
through the balance of the season. Tm- 
ports of sulphate of ammonia an- 
nounced by the Department of Com- 
merce for the month of August totaled 
278 tons, valued at $26,355. <A year ago 
the imports were 524 tons, valued at 
$37,238. 

This fertilizer is 
home consumption, according 
vices, and shipping customers generally have 
to without supplies, although it is said 
that some rather larger shipments than usual 
are about to be arranged. Exports, however, 
are being kept down to a minimum in view 
of the extent of the home demand. A report 
is to hand that the production of concen- 
trated ammoniacal liquor is increasing. Across 
the Atlantic sulphate of ammonia quotations 
have climbed very high, mainly because man- 
ufacturers there have found themselves un- 
able to cope with the new domestic demand 
and the even newer export business which has 
made itself felt upon the closing of ordinary 
foreign sources of supply.

plenty of time to fillthem. It Is regarded as 
utterly out of the question to expect that the 
shippers will be able to handle the vo.ume 
of business to be looked fer in the course 
of the regular season and that unless wants 
are anticipated, so that eny possible de- 
lays cen be discounted, many of the users 
of mixtures will find themselves without 
thein The idea that the range of prices 
miy go lower has now been practically 
abandoned Everyone realizes that the cor 
ditions mentioned, together with the ue'e s 
ness of expecting the discovery of new 
sources of supply and the certainty of 
expanded demand, make an advance to 
higher levels a probability. For a tin 
it seemed that the government might 
take a hand in the fixing of prices fo: 
mixtures, but now when serious govern- 
ment interference with the business of the 
munufacturers is quite remote, and when 
the price lists of the facrories have had 
consideration, the hesitancy that prevailed 
with regard to placing oraers has disap- 
peared and the dealers seem eager to make 
sure of adequate supplies That they ex- 
pect an active demand is evidenced by the 
disposition to take time by the forelock 
and to guard against any possible failure 
of detivery With the trade thus in a 
mood to aid the distribution in every pos 
sibly way, there is an excellent prospect of 
Satisfying all interests and meeting the 
Wants of the farmers to tne fullest extent 
The business in crude stocxs, on the other 
hand, is for the most part quiet. Manu- 
facturers have no urgent wants to meet and 
they are inclined to delay placing orders in 
the hone that concessions may be obtained 
Any backwardness that may “prevail, there- 
fore, is more in the nature of trying ou 
the market than proof of lack of confidenc 
in the permanance of values. All members of 
the trade, however, are on the alert for any 
developments that may occur, and matersat 
induceinents helg out are promptly takeuw 
advantage of The trade, in fact, offer 
the spectacle of seeming indifference on the 
part of the buyers of crude stocks, com 
bined with firmness in the quotations The 
holders of such stocks appear to feel quite 
sure Of their position, ana take the vie 
that sooner or later the buyers must come 
out, so that nothing is lost by vinitus 
The trade here has taken kindly to the 
eliminatior of the different sizes of bags

SOIL SWEETNESS. 





Pulverized Limestone for Agricultural 
Use Shows Big Increase. 


Pulverized limestone continues to be in 
favor as a soil sweetener or fertilizer, 
according to reports from producers to 
G. F. Loughlin, of the United States 
Geological Survey. Since the figures of 
production were first compiled in 1911 the 
industry has steadily increased, and the 
output for 1916 of 1,066,376 short tons, 
valued at $1,146,582, represents a gain of 
612 per cent. in quantity and 460 per cent. 
in value for the six years. The increase 
for 1916 compared with 1915 was about 
32 per gent. in quantity and 28 per cent. 
in value. 

The States contributing 73 per cent. of 
the quantity and 75 per cent. of the value 
of pulverized stone to the trade in 1916

QUEBRACHO.—Renewed interest on 
a fairly large scale ‘by consumers is 
reported in the market for quebracho 
extract, while there is also a moderate 
inquiry for the basic wood. No change 
has been mada in the quotations for 
the 5l-degree liquor extract, which 
rules at 7@8c. per pound, while the 42- 
degree extract is offered at 6%c. per 
pound. For the solid extract the quo- 
tation is 10@12c. per pound, with sup- 
plies regarded as fairly adequate. Im- 
ports of quebracho for the eight 
months ended August 31 last were val- 
ued at $4,904,185 and totaled 60,606,482 
pounds, as compared with 58,247,304 
pounds, worth $4,667,861, brought in in 
the same period during 1916. 

SOLUBLE OIL,—Transactions in this 
market are without feature, and the 
market is generally dull, with business 
small and the tone steady at un- 
changed prices of 12@20c. per pound, 
depending upon the grade of material 
desired, 

STARCHES.—This market presents 
no new developments and rules un- 
changed as to prices and conditions for 
the various classifications of the prod- 
uct. Transportation difficulties con- 
tinue to hamper the movement of the 
new corn crop, and it is not expected 
that there will be any m3terial reduc- 
tion in the present high range of quo- 
tations before January 1. ‘Juotations 
are as follows:—Pearl starch in bags, 
$5.55; in barrels, $5.68; Buffalo corn 
starch in bags, $5.73; in barrels, $5.86. 
Powdered starch in bags, $5.70; in bar- 
rels, $5.83. Finishing starch in bags, 
$5.95. T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity 
(hand packed), $6.25; in barrels, $6.52. 
T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine 
packed), in bags, $6.20; in barrels, $6.37. 
Above prices are per 100 pounds in car 
lots, f. o. b. New York. 

SUMAC.—Heavy demand for this 
material has practically cleaned up 
available spot supplies, this being so 
soon after each new arrival of cargoes, 
and the market presents a firm under- 
tone, with prices maintained at previ- 
ously prevailing levels of $90 and up 
per ton for first grade Sicily material. 
There were 773,640 pounds of sumac 
imported in the month of August, 1917, 
with a value of $19,782, compared with 
635,395 pounds brought in in August, 
1916, and having a value of $17,750. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The market for tin 
crystals rules firm at the recent ad- 
vance to 41@41%c. per pound for spot 
material, which is in rather light sup- 
ply to meet a heavy demand. Imports 
of the raw metal are small, and this 
situation is being reflected in the 
market for crystals. 

TURMERIC.—While there is little of 
feature to the trading in the market 
for turmeric, there is a steady demand 
for all grades of the commodity, and 
the supplies on the spot are being 
steadily diminished, as imports are 
slow and rather light in volume. For 
the Madras quality the quotation 
heard is 41@41%c. per pound, with 
Alleppy held at 10%c. per pound and 
China at 744@8c. per pound. 

ZINC DUST.—American manufac- 
turers of zinc dust are continuing to 
produce dust of a high grade, and 
there is a liberal supply of the ma- 
terial available for spot shipments, 
while there is not a large demand. 
There is no feature to the trading 
which is dull. Quotations are steady 
at the unchanged figures of 164@17\%c. 
per pound.

The center of 
interest in so f«r as consumers of chemi- 
cals are concerned remains with caustic 
soda, which commodity has been more 
nearly a; a stationary level during the 
vast week than has been the case for 
some weeks, a fact which is due pri- 
marily to the fact that large interests 
are entirely out of the market ang there 
remains but little of the commodity in 
the hands of speculative dealers. 

Soda ash is drawing considerable at- 
tention, and during the last few days 
there has been noted somewhat more 
activity in this commodity, due to the 
fact that there is no absolute embargo 
on its being exported and to a fairly 
large volume of inquiries from Japan, 
where the material is mainly wanted for 
conversion into caustic soda. Prices 
have become more firm and are at 
slightly higher levels consequently. In 
the other soda qualities there are also 
features of firmness due generally to a 
scarcity of all kinds of soda and a rela- 
tively good demand. This is particu- 
larly true of chlorate of soda and sili- 
cate of soda, poth of which have ad- 
vanced to a shade higher levels. 

The market for saltpeter exhibits 
firmness in the face of the fact that 
there has been a slight falling off in 
the demand and that all exports of 
the commodity have been cut off. Salt 
cake is another item that continues to 
be firmly held at unaltered prices and 
is in good demand. There has been no 
improvement relative to the transpor- 
tation situation which is hampering the 
movement of sulphur or brimstone, 
and prices are nominally unaltered, 
though there is a large and urgent de- 
mand for the material. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to note that 
imports of sulphur during the month 
of August last totaled only 20 tons, 
which were valued at $609, against 6,180 
tons imported during the same month 
in 1916, With a value of $110,607. 

One of the items which reflects prob- 
ably the greatest degree of strength at 
this time is tin bichloride, which has 
been advanced sharply on the continu- 
ance of the upward movement in the 
price of the raw metal. Similar situa-

are looked for in some quarters be- 
cause of the increasing scarcity of 
the commodity, due primarily to the 
scantiness of stocks of the raw mate- 
Trial, which is preventing larger pro- 
duction of the carbonate material. 
Holders of the commodity are firm in 
their price of 35c. and upward for 
spot shipment, while few transactions 
are reported and the demand is not 
large. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Little change 
worthy of comment has occurred in 
the market for caustic potash, several 
of the larger producers refusing to do 
business under 85c. per pound for the 
8S and 92 per cent. test, though offers 
are heard in the market of some of 
this quality at 88e. per pound. For 
the 70 and 75 per cent. the prevailing 
prices are unchanged at 63@66c. per 
pound on the spot. There is a good 
demand for export reported, while do- 
mestic users are after fair-sized sup- 
plies. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is still 
considerable speculation going on 
among second hands in the market for 
caustic soda, and while prices seem to 
show more firmness at a shade higher 
figures than prevailed a week ago, 
fluctuations will undoubtedly continue 
to be more or less wide in range for 
some time to come. Large manufac- 
turers are practically entirely out of 
the market either for spot or forward 
business, being kept at capacity by 
government requirements and old cus- 
tomers. Second hands quote the 76 
and 78 per cent. caustic soda at 8@ 
84c., though as low as 7%c. is named 
in one direction. For the 74 per cent. 
the price is 7%c. per pound, and for 
the 60 per cent. 7@7%4c. is asked. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—While 
some manufacturers are firmly refus- 
ing to do business under 55c. per 
pound for either the crystal or pow- 
dered material, some quantities of 
both grades are to be had in the local 
spot market at 50c. per pound for 
either quality, but supplies available 
for prompt deliveries are limited, and 
there is a fair demand _ reported, 
though mainly from domestic sources. 
CHLORATE OF SODA.—With at 
least one of the largest manufactur- 
ers out of the spot market and sup- 
plying regular customers only for ur- 
gent requirements and scanty supplies 
on the spot to meet a large demand, 
prices for chlorate of soda have taken 
a further upward turn and are now 
244%4@25%c. per pound.

CREAM OF TARTAR.—Fairly active

$28 per ton for the unground or crude 
salt cake and $30@35 per ton for the 
refined commodity. 

SALTPETER.—In the market for 
saltpeter there is an active demand, 
with business principally of a routine 
character and trading without feature 
worthy of comment. There has been 
no change in tae quotations which 
have recently prevailed, and which are 
28@28%c. per pound for the granulated, 
28% @28%c. per pound for the powdered 
and 32@33c. per pound for the erystal 
material. , 

SILICATE OF SODA.—Producers are 
generally asking a auqotation of 4c. 
per pound for the 60 per cent. silicate 
of soda, though there are some supplies, 
said to be of an inferior quality. to be 
obtained under that figure and around 
3%c. per pound. For the 40 per cent 
commodity the asking price has taken 
a further upward movement and ruies 
at 1%@2%c. per pound. Further ad- 
vances are expected. 

SODA ASH.—Speculat'on in the mar- 
ket for soda ash has caused a wide 
range of quotations for the commodity, 
while at the same time it may be 
stated that no large quantities of soda 
ash are reported available for prompt 
shipments and producers are almost en- 
tirely out of the spot market. For the 
light 58 per cent. soda ash in bags the 
quotations range from 3.20c. per pound 
to 3.50c., with barrels about lic. higher. 
The 58 per cent. dense soda ash is 
strong at 4c. per pound for bags and 
44%4c, per pound for barrels, with very 
little of the material to be obtained. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Busi- 
ness in this market, while not on a 
large seale, is of fair proportions and 
prices are ruling steady at 2@3c. per 
pound for the commercial grade and 
the iron free or high grade material 
at 3@4c. per pound on the spot. There

SULPHATE OF ZINC.—Very little 
spot business is being transacted in the 
market for sulphate of zinc, while 
manufacturers are principally confin- 
ing their acceptance of business to the 
taking: of 1918 contracts. While spot 
material is rather scarce there is only 
a moderate demand for supplies and 
quotations are held at the previously 
prevailing level of 54@6c. per pound, 
with contracts a shade lower. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—The recently 
noted strength in this market continues, 
and while the inside quotations for the 
commodity have not been quotably 
changed business at higher figures than 
prevailed a week ago is reported. For 
the 60 per cent. fused material the 
range is 4@5%c., representing a lc. in- 
crease in the outside figure, while for 
the 40 per cent, crystals the outside 
price has advanced to 44c., making a 
range of 3@4%c. per pound.

TIN BICHLORIDE.—Growing scarc- 
ity of the basic metal and subse-

spot. There is a good demand, while 
supplies are limited. 

TIN OXIDE.—The saime situation as 
exists in the market for tin bichloride 
exists in the market for tin oxide, 


which, while in good demand, is in 
limited supply. Prices have been

ACIDS. 


Taken as a whole, the list of acids 
shows a strong position, with supplies 
of the various items generally insuffi- 
cient to meet the demand and prices 
firmly established at recently prevail- 
ing levels. The greatest strength is ex- 
hibited by sulphuric acid, which is the 
It is estimated by manufacturers that 
leader in the general market for acids 
there is at present a shortage of some

ACETIC.—Quietness prevails in the 
market for acetic acid, With a fair in- 
quiry reported from export sources and 
domestic request not as large as might 
be expected. Suplies are regarded as 
fairly liberal and prices, while steady, 
are a shade lower in some directions. 
For the 99 per cent. glacial acetic the 
quotation is 35@45c. per pound in car- 
boys, and for the 80 per cent. 21@22c. 
per pound, while the 70 per cent. test 
is held at 14@l5c, per pound, and the 
28 and the 56 per cent, tests are respec- 
tively quoted at 54%@7c. per pound and 
11@12'%c, 

AQUA FORTIS.—Various quotations 
are heard for aqua fortis acid, depend- 
ing upon the producer and the position 
of the buyer and the quantity asked. 
While some makers are asking what 
may appear to be a shade under re- 
cent levels there is no less firmness in 
the market’s position, stocks continu- 
ing to be rather scanty and consumers 
showing a fairly good interest in_ the 
market. For the 40-degree acid 74@ 
8%c. per pound is heard, while the 42- 
degree material is quoted at 8%@ 9c. per 
pound for prompt or nearby delivery. 

BATTERY.—This market shows little 
in the way of feature, transactions be- 
ing solely of a routine nature and 
rather limited because of the great 
shortage of sulphuric acid necessary 
to the making of the electrolyte mate- 
rial. The scarcity is having the effect 
of offsetting the smaller business be- 
ing done, and prices are firmly held at 
the unchanged levels of 1%@2%c. per 

ound 
PM GRESYLIC.—No new developments 
have occurred in the market for 
cresylic acid, and business continues 
to be limited by the supplying of ma- 
terial to the government, though there 
is a large demand which remains un- 
satisfied. Quotations are nominally un- 
altered at last week’s levels of $1.05@ 
1.10 per gallon for the 9 and 97 per 
cent. acid; 55@60c. per gallon for the 
50 per cent., and 32@35c. per gallon for 
the 25 per cent. material, ; 

HYDROCHLORIC. — Steadiness is 
noted in the tone of this market with 
the demand in normal volume, though 
there is not a liberal supply of the 
acid available for spot shipments. 
Prices remain without alteration at 
8@8i4c. per pound. ; ce 

LACTIC.—Production of this acid * 
still limited by high costs of labor an 
raw materials. Inquiry in the market 
has fallen off slightly, though to an 
immaterial extent, and prices are firm- 
ly maintained at the levels which have 
prevailed for some time. For the 4 
per cent. material, 5%@6%4c. per pount 
is the asking price, and for the 44 per 
cent., 15@16c. per pound. 

MIXED.—There has been no quotable 
alteration either in price or conditions 
in this market, which still reflects a 
good demand and a poor supply avail- 
able for spot business. For prompt

F an RIATIC.—Transactions in this 
market are restricted generally be- 
cause of the inadequacy of supplies of 
the acid on the spot, and prices, = 
not quotably altered, are firmly esta b- 
lished at -%4@2c. for the 18 degrees in 
carboys, 1%@3c. per pound for the ~- 
degree, and 2@3c. per pound for the 
22-degree acid. 

NITRIC.—For the 40-degree nitric 
acid in carboys the inside market fig- 
ure is 8c. per pound, while some man- 
ufacturers are holding off for 9c. and 
upward. There is a similar wide 
range noticeable in the prices for the 
42-degree acid, which may be obtainetl 
in one direction as low as 9c. per 
pound, while in another quarter no 
business can be placed under 9%c. per 
pound, the same quarter reporting 
business being done for this degree 
acid as high as 10%c. per pound. 

OLEUM.—Large demand and small 
supply are the outstanding features in 
the position of this market, and prices 
have therefore taken a slightly higher 
turn, and oleum acid is now being 
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firmly held at $50@60 per ton in tank 
cars, depending upon the position of 
the buyer, 

OXALIC.—The position of this mar- 
ket continues to exhibit firmness on a 
good demand, and about an even sup- 


ply of domestic acid available for 
prompt shipment. While there are 
some small quantities around of the 


Norwegian acid, which are offered for 
48c., the price for the domestic article 


is 45c. and higher in some quarters. 
August imports of this acid were 
valued at $45, against $58,365 a year 


ago. 

PHOSPHORIC. This market is 
practically at a standstill, as supplies 
of phosphoric acid are exceedingly 
scarce, and what business is being 
done is of a private nature entirely. 
Prices are nominal where obtainable, 
and generally do not represent trading 
figures. 

PICRIC.—Makers of explosives for 
the government or the Allies are ab- 
sorbing virtually all of the picric acid 
that is being produced, and _ while 
there may be some very small quanti- 
ties obtained for other purposes, 
quotations are nominal entirely and 
not representative of actual trading 
on the market. Some traders quote 
85c.@$1 per pound for the acid, but 
admit that they have no material 
even at those figures. 

SALICYLIC.—Moderate request is 
reported for salicylic acid, and be- 
cause of the limited nature of. avail- 
able supplies of the acid on the spot, 
prices are very firmly held at the re- 
cently established higher levels of 
$1.30@1.35 per pound, with not much 
material to be had under the outside 
quotation, 

SULPHURIC.—It is estimated that 
there is a shortage of 250,000 tons of 
sulphuric acid at the present time, 
representing that much business 
which could be placed if the material 
were available. This is due primarily 
to the commandeering of requirements 
by the government, but it has been 
without relative effect on prices. The 
shortage is greater than ever before 
known, but prices are not as high as 
they have been at times in the past, 


which latter fact is due chiefly to a 
desire of manufacturers to hold the 


prices at a point where they will be 
made the official quotations should the 
government decide to step in and take 
control or regulate the trade in sul- 
phuric acid. That the government 
will step in soon is the belief of some 
manufacturers, and one of the largest 
refuses to sell now without definite 
assurance from the government that 
the buyer should be supplied. Quota- 
tions for the 66-degree acid are $35 and 
up per ton, while the 60-degree is on a 
basis of $25 per ton. 


Our Baltimore representative 
writes:— 
There is no change to be reported in the 


state of the sulphuric acid market. The pro- 
ducers are greatly interested in possible and 
probable moves to maintain the supplies of 
crude materials, but so far nothing has been 
done that would tend to give the trade a ma- 
terially different aspect. Prices remain about 
where they have been, with 66-degree acid 
around $35, and 60-degree acid about $25, with 
no offers of 5Q-degree acid on the market. 
The production of 50-degree acid is taken up 
by contracts which the producers have with 
manufacturers of mixtures, and they have had 
no opportunity thus far to accumulate a sur- 
plus. In fact, it is not always possible to 
make full delivery on contracts, and pro-rating 
is resorted to at times. 
TANNIC.—Because of the difficul- 
ties being experienced in obtaining 
raw materials from China for the 
making of tannic acid, there continues 
to be a pronounced shortage of this 
acid, but there has been a slowing up 
in the demand, and prices are there- 


fore being maintained without ap- 
preciable change at 1.30@@1.36c. per 


pound for the U. 8S. P. quality in bulk 
and at 60@75c. per pound for the com- 
mercial grade. 

TARTARIC.—Supplies of tartaric 
acid are sufficient to meet the demand 
which is reported in this market, and 
there has been little of feature to the 
trading during the week. Prices have 
remained at the previously prevailing 
figures of 78%@8lc. per pound for the 
crystals and 77%@8lic, per pound for 
the powdered acid.
